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FOREWORD 


That  the  present  and  future  generations  of  the  descendants  of 
Christian  and  Susannah  Farver  may  preserve  a record  of  their 
ancestors,  we  offer  this  history  of  our  branch  of  the  Farvers. 

We  ask  our  readers  to  be  lenient.  There  are  bound  to  be  mistakes, 
omissions,  etc.  With  few  exceptions,  every  bit  of  data  has  been 
obtained  by  mail  during  a four  year  period.  Those  persons  who 
reported  names,  dates,  etc.,  were  sincere  and  tried  hard  to 
secure  correct  data.  In  a number  of  instances,  where  more  than 
one  reported  the  same  family  or  families,  information  did  not 
always  tally.  We  had  to  decide  on  the  most  logical  data. 

Naturally,  each  family  will  note  any  such  errors  in  their  own 
outlines.  Be  slow  to  criticize,  for  with  the  large  number  of 
families  and  individual  names,  errors  are  certain  to  creep  in. 

This  family  record  has  been  the  result  of  the  writer *s  need  for 
something  to  help  pass  spare  time,  while  being  compelled  to  re- 
main in  the  home,  because  of  our  aged  mother,  now  nearly  93  years 
old. 

When,  on  August  2,  1946,  my  life  partner  passed  on  and  four 
months  later,  December  7,  an  accident  took  my  right  hand  and 

forearm,  life  became  quite  difficult something  was  needed  to 

fill  the  days  which  largely  had  to  be  spent  at  home. 

When  Harry  C.  Logsdon  was  compiling  the  data  for  his  book,  THE 
SILENT  STREAMS,  he  asked  me  to  supply  some  data  for  a short 
section  In  his  book  about  the  Farvers  who  were  pioneer  settlers 
in  the  area  covered  by  Mr.  Logsdon1 s book.  This  led  to  my  del- 
ving into  old  papers,  records,  etc.,  and  a four-year  period  of 
research,  resulting  in  this  record  of  Christian  Farver* s de- 
scendants . 

Research  covered  every  part  of  the  United  States.  About  a dozen 

Farver  family  lines  were  found in  no  way  related  to  our  line. 

Very  likely  many  of  these  lines  run  together  back  there  in 
Europe  in  the  several  centuries  before  1750. 

From  the  very  beginning,  in  1951,  requests  for  copies  of  the 
record  came  in,  and  this  interest  which  continued  ever  since, 
[spurred  us  to  a continued  endeavor  to  complete  the  book,  al- 
though in  many  cases,  we  were  held  up  by  information  coming  in 
slowly.  In  most  cases  persistence  won.  A few  failed  to  respond 
— -very  few this  resulted  in  blank  spaces. 

"Few  of  us  saw  our  great  grand-parents  in  the  flesh" , says 
Nadine  Getz  in  her  book,  WE  WOULD  REMEMBER,  a history  of  the 
Mullet  families.  She  continues,  "and  many  have  missed  the 
pleasure  of  knowing  grandparents.  However,  they  are  as  real  as 
if  we  had  met  them  in  the  1800*s.  They  were  real  persons  lead- 
ing real  lives,  and  so  busy  struggling  to  make  a living  that 
they  neglected  to  tell  their  children  much  of  the  family  history, 
|*hich  is  unfortunate.  Nevertheless,  we  are  happy  to  have  had  a 
few  fragments  of  tradition  handed  down  to  us  by  those  who  knew 
them  personally." 


In  her  beginning  paragraph,  she  says,  "We  would  remember  our 
forefathers,  not  for  fame,  for  there  were  none  famous,  not  for 
fortune,  for  none  had  attained  great  fortune,  but  for  their 
courage  and  aggressiveness,  their  will  to  do,  and  to  follow  their 
convictions . " 

Mrs.  Getz  has  expressed  this  so  well,  and  it  is  so  applicable  to 
our  own  experiences,  and  to  this  Farver  history,  that  we  asked 
and  received  her  permission  to  use  her  exact  words,  for  which  we 
tender  our  thanks. 

Not  only  has  the  writer  built  up  this  history,  but  we  have  renewed 
family  ties  of  more  than  fifty  years  ago,  and  besides,  learned  to 
know  many  relatives  whom  I never  knew  before,  have  been  visited 
by  many  whom  I had  not  known,  including  folks  from  the  states  of 
Washington,  Michigan,  Florida,  our  state  of  Ohio,  and  some  of 
whom  were  of  branches  of  the  Farvers  who  belonged  to  un-related 
lines.  Our  efforts  have  renewed  family  ties  and  established 
connections  that  never  existed  among  the  Farvers  before. 

We  are  sorry  to  say  that  the  hardest  part  of  the  entire  task,  was 
to  overcome  the  difficulties  of  getting  data,  which  we  could  have 
obtained  since  1900,  from  those  who  have  passed  on,  had  we  then 
been  Interested.  Also  that  those  older  ones  failed  to  have  a 
history  of  the  family  while  they  lived. 

Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the  large  amount  of  basic 
material  which  we  obtained  from  the  two  old  family  Bibles,  the 
Bible  of  William  Farver,  Sr.,  (1782),  now  owned  by  the  writer; 
the  other  the  Bible  of  John  Farver,  Sr.,  (1791),  now  in  the 
possession  of  Mrs.  Victor  Fender,  (formerly  Mrs.  David  A.  Farver. 

Also  from  the  records  of  Solomon  Wm.  Farver,  (1816),  who  left 
them  with  his  daughter  Mrs.  Daniel  Funk,  and  his  son  Jacob  W.  H. 
Farver  of  Wenatchee,  Washington.  The  latter  sent  his  records  to 
the  writer,  in  1931,  about  18  months  before  his  death.

3 reader  will  notice  that  no  system  of  numbering  has  been  used, 
sept  to  designate  the  generation.  The  numbers  one  to  nine 
3d  with  the  names  tell  the  generation  to  which  any  name  belongs. 
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If,  for  instance,  the  numeral  5 appears  before  a name,  that 
person  belongs  to  the  fifth  generation,  counting  from  Valentin 
Faber,  Sr.,  down, 
six 

The  first/generations  are  indexed  so  that  you  may  easily  find 
your  place  in  the  record.  All  you  need  know  is  that  name  of 
your  father  or  grandfather,  if  above  the  sixth  generation,  that 
is  if  you  are  in  the  seventh  or  eighth  generations.  The  ninth 
generation  would  refer  back  to  the  groat -grandfather. 

After  locating  any  certain  name,  turn  to  the  page  number  given 
opposite  that  name.

The  earliest  records  yet  found  indicate  beyond  a doubt,  that  our 
ancestors  first  set  foot  on  American  soil  on  October  29,  1767, 
at  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  when  the  Ship  Minerva,  with  Capt. 
John  Spurrier  acting  as  Master,  docked  there  with  a ship-load  of 
German  immigrants.  We  get  this  information  from  the  pages  of 
Runp's  THIRTY  THOUSAND  GERMAN  IMMIGRANTS  TO  PENNSYLVANIA,  and 
STRASSBURGER--HINKE»S  SHIP  LIST  RECORDS.  In  the  latter  series 
of  three  volumes,  the  actual  photographed  signatures  of  the  four 
men  named  above  are  given,  written  in  German.  This  ties  in  with 
the  tradition  handed  down  for  generations,  in  our  branch  of  the 
Farvers,  that  three  Farver  brothers  came  to  Virginia. 

Of  the  senior  Valent-in  Faber,  we  know  no  more.  The  older  of  the 
brothers  is  said  to  not  have  liked  Virginia,  so  he  signed  with  a 
ship  captain  to  sail  for  South  America.  He  never  was  heard  of 
again.  It  is  assumed  that  this  was  Valentin  Faber,  Jr.,  because 
never  once  since,  has  the  name  Valentine  appeared  in  any  Farver 
family,  while  the  name  Christian  Farver  has  appeared  in  some 
Pennsylvania  families,  and  the  name  Jacob  has  been  a very  common 
name  for  200  years. 

Two  of  these  brothers  settled  in  Virginia,  according  to  records 
left  by  Jacob  W.  H.  Farver,  Wenatchee,  Washington,  and  his  sister 
Mrs.  Mary  Ann  Farver--Funk,  New  Bedford,  Ohio,  and  given  to  them 
by  their  father,  Solomon  William  Farver,  who  was  a grandson  of 
Christian  Faber  (Farver). 

So  much  is  missing  of  the  records  of  these  two  brothers, 

Christian  and  Jacob,  that  piecing  together  the  meager  facts  we 
have,  becomes  quite  a difficult  task.  We  know  that  the  writer's 
great-grandfather,  William  Farver,  Sr.,  was  born  in  Loudon  County 
Virginia,  in  1782,  and  his  youngest  brother,  in  Somerset  County, 
Pennsylvania,  in  1791.  They  were  the  sons  of  Christian  Faber 
“(Farver ) . 

In  the  records  left  by  Jacob  W.  H.  Farver,  he  assumes  that  his 
grandfather's  name  was  John  Farver,  but  he  admits  he  was  not 
certain.  He  passed  on,  never  knowing  that  his  great-grandfather 
/ras  Christian  Farver.  The  writer  of  this  record  was  not  certain 
until  late  in  1951,  when  Warren  L.  Farver,  also  a great-great - 
grandson,  of  Christian  Farver,  brought  us  an  old  leather  pocket- 
oook,  very  much  worn,  in  which  was  the  inscription,  written  in 
the  style  of  150  years  ago,  reading  as  follows: 

"THIS  POCKET-BOOK  WAS  THE  PROPERTY  OF  CHRISTIAN  FARVER, 

AND  BY  HIM  CARRIED  THROUGH  THE  WAR  OF  THE  REVOLUTION, 

SERVING  SEVEN  YEARS  UNDER  WASHINGTON.  HE  WAS  ONE  OF 
THE  PICKET  MEN  UNDER  ANTHONY  WANE  (WAYNE) , AT  THE 
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CAPTURE  OP  STORY  POINT,  JULY  16,  1779. " 

In  the  records  left  by  Solomon  Wta.  Farver,  mention  was  made  of 
three  brothers  coming  to  America,  and  that  they  originally  had 
spelled  their  name  Favre,  and  were  of  French  nationality,  having 
lived  in  the  Alsace  Lorraine  area. 

After  the  pocketbook  was  brought  in,  special  research  was  begun 
resulting  in  the  unearthing  of  the  data  already  given  from  the 
ship  list  records.  Sinoe  they  spelled  their  name  FABER,  (the 
German  Spelling)  when  they  landed  here,  we  can  safely  assume  that 
they  must  have  lived  in  the  German  Rhineland  over  a period  of 
years,  for  they  brought  the  dialect  now  known  as  the  Pennsylvania 
German,  along  from  Germany  when  they  came.  This  dialect  is  to- 
day still  commonly  used  in  the  Rhineland  sections.  By  combining  |J 
the  bits  of  records  we  have,  with  that  of  German  and  French 
history,  we  again  may  quite  safely  assume  that  our  Faber (Farver)  H 
ancestors  must  have  been  among  those  Huguenots  who  left  French  al 
territory  during  the  Catholic  persecution  of  the  Huguenots,  and  [I 
whether  they  lived  in  Germany  for  a generation,  or  several 
generations,  it  was  long  enough  to  adopt  the  now -known -as -the 
Pennsylvania  German  dialect. 

We  were  now  convinced  that  our  great -great-grandfather's  name 
was  Christian  Faber  (Farver),  and  not  John  Faber,  so  from  there 
we  began  to  build  up  the  record  of  the  descendants  of  Christian 
Faber . 

When,  or  how  it  happened  that  the  name  was  changed  from  Faber 
to  Farver,  is  not  known.  It  must  have  been  a gradual  change, 
as  the  colonists  became  more  English-ified,  allowing  a "coined" 
expression.  Both  Virginia  and  Pennsylvania  were  English  Colo-  H 
nies,  so  the  change  Is  understandable,  although  we  find  many 
Fabers  in  the  United  States  today.  Faber  and  Farver,  also  Far- 
ber,  mean  dyer , "one  who  dyes  or  colors".  In  the  Latin,  Faber 
means  smith;  since  we  are  of  French  origin,  our  ancestors  may 
have  been  blacksmiths , locksmiths,  etc.,  who  knows. 

There  is  no  definite  record  of  where  the  third  brother,  Jacob 
Faber  settled,  but  very  likely  in  the  Loudon  County,  Virginia 
area,  also,  where  Christian  Faber  lived  in  1782.  In  our  four- 
year  search  we  found  some  ten  or  more  branches  of  Farvers  whose 
direct  connection  with  our  families  has  not  yet  been  fully 
established.  We  did,  however  locate  three  branches,  John  Farver 
who  settled  in  Ashland  County,  Ohio,  in  1817;  Samuel  Farver,  who 
settled  In  Mercer  County,  Pennsylvania,  soon  after  he  returned 
from  service  in  the  War  of  1812;  and  George  Farver,  who  settled 
in  Miami  County,  Ohio,  about  1830.  These  three  pioneers  all 
came  from  the  vicinity  of  Washington  and  Frederick  counties,  in 
Maryland,  both  lying  just  across  the  Potomac  River  from  Loudon 
County,  Virginia.  Considering  that  Christian  Farver  lived  in 
Loudon  County,  Virginia  In  1782,  and  these  three  Farvers  mi- 
grated from  Maryland,  with  only  the  Potomac  River  between,  we 
are  very  positive  that  these  three  Farvers  were  the  sons  of 
Jacob  Faber,  (Farver),  brother  of  Christian  Faber  (Farver),  and 
that  he  must  have  lived,  after  leaving  Loudon  County,  Virginia, 
either  in  Washington  or  Frederick  county,  Maryland.

ihristian  Faber  (Farver)  was  born  in  Europe,  either  Germany  or 
■ranee,  (Alsace-Lorraine),  but  likely  in  the  German  Rhineland, 
n 1767,  with  his  father,  Valentin,  Sr.,  and  two  brothers, 
alentin,  Jr.  and  Jacob,  he  came  to  America,  settling  in  Loudon 
ounty,  Virginia.  He  served  in  the  army  as  a soldier,  during 
he  Revolutionary  War,  according  to  the  records  in  the  old 
ocketbook,  although  no  further  service  records  have  been  lo- 
ated.  He  is  said  to  have  served  the  full  seven  years,  but  this 
ay  be  a bit  doubtful,  since  the  writer's  great-grandfather  was 
orn  in  July  1782,  and  it  is  likely  he  may  have  been  home  a year 
r two  earlier.  He  married  a widow,  Susannah  Martain-Emrich, 
he  daughter  of  Jacob  Martain.  She  had  a son,  Peter  Emrich,  by 
he  first  marriage,  who  went  to  Natchez,  then  in  Alabama,  and 
as  never  heard  from  again. 

uoting  from  Solomon  Wm.  Farver' s records,  "Soon  after  the  death 
f Emrich,  she  married  a weaver  by  trade,  a German  named  Farver." 
his  was  Christian  Farver.  After  his  eldest  son  William,  Sr., 
as  born  in  1782  there  is  no  record  of  them  till  the  birth  of 
he  second  son,  Jacob,  born  in  1785,  WHERE?  Then  from  records 
btained  from  descendants  in  Indiana,  we  learn  that  the  third 
on,  John,  was  born  in  Somerset  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1791. 
t some  time  between  the  birth  of  his  oldest  son,  William,  Sr., 
nd  his  youngest  son,  John,  Christian  Farver  migrated  from 
oudon  County,  Virginia,  to  what  is  now  Somerset,  Penna. , with 
is  family. 

he  date  of  Christian  Farver' s death  is  not  accurately  known, 
ut  from  Jacob  W.  H.  Farver 's  records,  we  learn  that  soon  after 
hristian's  death,  his  two  sons,  William,  Sr.,  and  John,  with 
heir  mother,  migrated  to  Holmes  County,  Ohio.  This  was  in  the 
pring  of  1815.  John  had  been  here  during  the  fall  of  1814,  to 
uild  a cabin,  and  from  this  we  gather,  that  the  father, 
tiristian  may  have  planned  to  migrate  to  Ohio,  with  the  sons,  but 
hat  he  died  before  they  came  is  certain.  The  date  of  his  death 
an  be  placed  at  approximately  1814.  The  circumstances  surround - 
ag  his  death,  have  been  only  traditional,  an  account  having 
sen  passed  down  from  some  source,  that  Christian  Farver,  (and 
pis  ties  in  with  our  belief  that  he  was  planning  to  migrate  to 
,i!iio),  before  the  family's  departure  for  Ohio,  wanted  to  make  a 
rip  to  his  old  surroundings  in  Virginia.  Whether  he  ever 
sached  Loudon  County,  is  unknown.  Business  matters  seemed  to 
paw  him  back  there  but  he  is  said  to  have  disappeared-- never 
; sturning.  The  distance  was  hardly  a hundred  miles,  but  still 
ar  by  horseback.  Whether  he  ever  reached  his  destination; 
aether  he  fell  ill  and  died  while  traveling;  was  ambushed  and 
Llled  by  Indians;  drowned  while  fording  a stream;  fell  victim 
d an  attack  of  wild  animals;  no  one  knows. 

! is  wife  Susannah  Martain-Emrich-Farver , came  with  her  sons,  to 
5lmes  County,  Ohio,  where  she  lived  with  her  sons,  until  1831, 
len  she  died  on  the  pioneer  Farver  farm  of  Holmes  County,  and 
is  buried  about  forty  rods  southeast  of  the  log  cabin  where  she 
id  lived  for  over  15  years.  Until  recent  years,  the  site 
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of  her  grave  was  easily  found,  being  by  a fencerow.  When  in 
late  1951  the  writer  visited  the  site,  the  entire  area  was 
covered  with  clover  in  bloom.  Hardly  a half-dozen  folks  remembe 
where  great -great -grandmother  Susannah  Farver  is  buried.

3-WILLIAM  FARVER,  SR.  married 

Born  July  18,  1782  January  15,  1815 
Died  April  5,  1852 
Baptized  July  23,  1782 

William  Farver,  Sr.  was  born  in  Loudon  County,  Virginia,  and  at 
a very  early  age  migrated  to  Somerset  County,  Penna. , with  his 
parents,  the  Christian  Farvers.  Here  he  grew  to  manhood,  living 
on  a farm,  and  growing  up  in  an  atmosphere  free  from  slavery, 
for  we  have  just  learned  that  Christian  Farver  left  Virginia, 
because  he  did  not  like  slavery,  migrating  across  the  Potomac 
River  into  Maryland,  and  then  soon  moved  on  to  Somerset  County, 
Penna.  (This  is  still  more  evidence  that  his  brother  Jacob 
Faber  was  the  father  of  the  Mercer  County,  Pa.,  Ashland  County, 
Ohio,  and  Miami  County,  Ohio  pioneer  Farvers,  those  threO  must 
have  been  brothers . ) 

William  Farver,  Sr.  enlisted  for  army  service,  when  the  War  of 
1812  broke  out.  While  taking  a horse  through  the  city  of  Pitts- 
burgh, Penna.,  the  horse  became  frightened,  while  going  over  the 
cobblestone  streets,  never  having  been  on  cobblestones  before, 
and  William  was  thrown  off,  breaking  his  collarbone,  after  which 
he  was  discharged. 

His  brother  John  had  filed  claim  to  160  acres  in  what  became 
German  township.  Holmes  County,  Ohio,  in  1811,  and  received  his 
deed  in  1814.  William  seems  to  not  have  filed  for  his  160  acres 
lying  directly  southeast,  until  after  they  came  to  Ohio,  for  the 
deed  was  not  granted  until  July  10,  1817. 

William  Farver  and  Mariah  Hechler  of  Milford  township,  Somerset 
County,  Pa.  were  married  by  Esquire  John  Wells,  of  Somerset 
County,  and  soon  after  their  marriage  started  with  his  brother 
John,  and  the  aged  mother,  for  Ohio,  where  they  arrived  on 
May  2,  1815,  after  a pleasant  trip  during  April,  from  Somerset  its 
County;  undoubtedly,  following  the,  then-much  traveled  trail 
westward  to  Wheeling,  then  fording  the  Ohio  River,  on  up  the 
Moravian  Trail  into  present  Tuscarawas  County,  Ohio,  and  west- 
ward into  Holmes  County. 

During  the  first  year,  here,  they  all  lived  in  the  cabin, 
brother  John  built  late  in  1814.  During  1815,  William  and  his 
bride,  made  ready  their  cabin  on  their  160  acres,  and  in  March 
or  April  1816  they  moved  to  their  new  home.

Holmes  County,  he  also  had  government 
deeds  for  160  acres  in  Crawford  township,  Coshocton  County,  120 
acres  in  Mechanic  township.  Holmes  County,  and  the  80-acre  tract 
ocoupied  by  the  writer,  to  which  the  government  deed  was  granted 
in  1830,  and  which  is  the  only  original  government  grant  farm  in 
Holmes  or  Coshocton  counties,  deeded  to  Farvers,  and  still  owned 
by  Farvers. 

His  death  occurred  under  very  odd  circumstances.  He  was  town- 
7 1 9hip  treasurer,  (or  a similar  office),  and  is  said  to  have  gone 
bo  see  Daniel  MacKenzie,  township  treasurer  of  the  adjoining 
iechanic  township,  and  also  to  have  gone  to  Millersburg,  the 
countyseat,  to  pay  his  taxes.  He  traveled  horseback,  riding  an 
old  black  horse,  named  "Old  Lion".  He  came  home  during  the 
l afternoon,  and  went  directly  to  his  room  to  bed.  This  being 
unusual  for  an  otherwise  active  man,  his  son,  Solomon  William 
Farver,  followed  him  to  his  room,  and  found  he  had  been  attacked, 
struck  on  the  head  with  a club,  and  was  unable  to  talk.  This 
vas  late  in  March  and  a few  days  later,  April  5,  1852,  he  died. 
Today »s  medical  science  without  a doubt  could  have  saved  him, 
and  his  assailant  named.  His  clothes  were  covered  with  white 
lorse  hair,  although  "Old  Lion"  was  coal  black.  A local  man 
aiding  a white  horse  also  was  in  the  countyseat,  but  lacking 
witnesses  nothing  could  be  proven  even  though  feeling  ran  high 
Tor  a while. 

) Sreat  Grandfather  William  Farver  is  said  to  have  made  several 
trips  back  to  Pennsylvania,  on  horseback,  during  the  early  years 
i their  pioneer  life  here  in  Holmes  County.  He  always  carried 
in  abundance  of  tobacco,  which  he  gave  to  the  Indians,  of  whom 
le  met  some  on  each  trip.  By  giving  them  liberal  gifts  of 
;obacco,  he  won  their  confidence,  and  they  left  him  go  on  un- 
larmed.

Solomon  Wm.  Farver  was  born  on  the  southeast  quarter  of  the 
original  Farver  half-section,  settled  by  the  two  pioneer  Farver 
brothers,  a year  earlier.  He  lived  his  entire  life  on  this  farm, 
almost  80  years,  and  died  here.  He  was  buried  In  the  New  Bedford 
Reformed  Church  cemetery,  near  where  his  father  and  mother  are 
buried.  Barbara,  his  wife,  died  about  two  years  earlier,  also 
Is  buried  there. 

Their  entire  life  was  spent  on  this  farm,  where  he  raised  his 
family,  and  lived  the  life  of  a successful  farmer.  That  he  was 
exceptionally  progressive,  is  shown  by  the  reference  to  his  farm 
in  the  1875  Holmes  County  Atlas,  as  THE  PLEASANT  HOME  FARM,  this 
name  still  being  on  the  housewall,  the  farm  home  being  now  owned 
by  Samuel  M.  Erb,  an  Amish  farmer.

He,  with  his  wife  Barbara,  were  lifelong,  faithful  members  of 
the  church  which  was  first  organized  In  1820  at  Thomas  Bickel*s 
home,  later  becoming  the  Zion  Evangelical  & Reformed  Church  of 
today.

Considerable  testimony  by  him  is 
given;  his  name  appears  as  Clerk  of  the  congregation,  in  the 
years  1850,  1854,  1860,  1867  and  1869;  as  Elder  of  the  church  in 
1870;  and  his  signature  appears  as  a maker  of  the  new  Church

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Ln  1785,  the  second  son  of  Christian  Farver,  but  we  failed  to 
follow  up  the  lead  back  in  1931-32,  when  he  wrote  us  about  his 
;rip  to  Pennsylvania. ) 

Tacob  W.  H.  Farver  was  married  to  Chrlstena  Remsberger  by  Esquire 
r.  S.  Miller  of  North  Liberty,  Indiana.  They  came  back  to  Ohio, 

Lived  here  with  his  father  several  years the  period  during 

rhich  their  first  three  children  were  born.  Some  time  between 
.873  and  1876,  they  moved  back  to  Indiana,  where  they  lived  near 
ralkerton,  in  St.  Joseph  County,  until  after  the  death  of  his 
lother,  Barbara  Conrad -Farver.  It  was  during  their  stay  in 
Indiana  that  their  three  youngest  ohildren  were  born,  and  also 
;hat  a son,  Jonathan  Allen,  and  a daughter  Luoy  Awilda,  died, 
ifter  Barbara  Farver* s death  in  1893,  Jacob  W.  H.  and  his  family 
loved  back  to  Holmes  County,  Ohio,  to  care  for  his  aged  father, 
iolomon  Farver,  until  his  death  in  1895. 

'here  has  been  a traditional  story  in  the  Solomon  William  Farver 
“amily  that  the  Farvers  are  related  to  George  Washington,  Ex- 
ensive  research  has  shown  that  only  the  Solomon  wm.  Farver 
amily,  and  the  William  J.  Farver,  Jr.,  family  had  any  claim  to 
uch  distinction. 


n his  search  for  Conrad  family  history.  Rev.  0.  B.  Emerson,  of 
ndiana,  Pennsylvania,  learned  that  a Conrad  had  married  a grand - 
iece  of  George  Washington.  Since  there  was  a large  family  of 
he  Conrads,  one  may  question  which  family  claimed  the  Conrad  who 
arrled  Washington's  grand-niece,  but  there  is  reason  to  believe 
hat  he  may  not  have  been  too  distantly  related  to  Barbara  Con- 
ad-Farver,  and  her  sister  Catherine  Conrad-Croft , because  one 
f Jacob  W.  H.  Farver *s  grand -daughters,  while  in  Washington, 

C.,  saw  among  other  relics,  a gift  given  to  George  Washington 
Barbara  Conrad. 

cob  W.  H.  and  family  remained  on  "Pleasant  Home  Farm"  until

sen  during  the  past  year,  and  had  taken  up  claims.  Jaoob  W.  H. 
ad  his  wife  stayed  here,  when  the  other  families  migrated  in 
e spring  of  1901,  loading  their  household  goods  on  cars  at 
ltic,  Ohio,  shipping  their  belongings  to  Minot,  Ward  County, 
arth  Dakota.  When  the  migrants  had  reached  North  Dakota,  their 
&ther  and  mother  and  sister  Lizzie  who  was  still  unmarried, 
ved  to  New  Bedford.  Then  during  July,  1901,  Jaoob  W.  H.  went 
5 North  Dakota,  where  he  acquired  for  himself  a farm,  returned 
30 ut  August  first,  and  on  September  12,  1901,  he  and  his  wife 
Jft  for  their  new  home  in  Ward  County,  North  Dakota. 
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Lizzie  had  been  married  less  than  a month  when  they  left.  The 
following  spring,  she  with  her  husband  also  followed  to  North 
Dakota,  in  April.  The  entire  family  was  now  in  the  Minot,  Norl 
Dakota  area.  Today,  1955,  only  the  Lukes,  Lizzie  and  A1  are 
living.  (More  of  this  elsewhere). 


The  writer  remembers  this  migration  well,  because  my  father  ai 
Jacob  W.  H.  were  close  friends,  as  well  as  first  cousins.  If 
the  writer *s  grandparents,  then  both  in  the  70*s  had  not  been 
considerably  dependent  on  their  children  for  care  and  operatioi 
of  their  farm,  our  family,  without  a doubt  would  have  accompan- 
ied the  Dakota-bound  migration,  and  very  likely  later  to  Washii 
ton  State. 


North  Dakota  proved  to  be  a bit  too  cold,  and  it  took  little  p< 
suasion  to  send  Jacob  V.  H.  to  Chelan  County,  Washington,  into 
the  Wenatchee  River  apple  country,  to  look  things  over.  Here 
found  what  he  was  looking  for,  it  seemed.  He  fell  in  love  with 
this  section,  and  ended  up,  by  migrating  there,  in  the  fall  of 
1907,  with  all  his  children  and  their  families,  except  the  Lukei 
who  remained  in  North  Dakota. 


Here  in  the  Wenatchee  Valley  by  the  Columbia  River,  and  to  the 
north  of  the  Wenatchee  Mountains,  Jacob  W.  H.  Farver  and  his 
clan  found  the  peace  and  plenty,  for  which  he  was  searching  all 
his  life.  Today,  1955,  of  all  who  migrated  to  Washington,  to 
locate  in  the  Wenatchee  Valley,  only  the  grandchildren  of  Jacob 
W.  H.  and  Christena  Farver,  and  their  descendants  remain,  but  o 
these  a considerable  number  have  inherited  the  love  for  fruit- 
growing, and  they  are  extensively  engaged  in  producing  apples 
and  other  fruits. 


While  living  here  in  Holmes  County,  Jacob  W.  H.  and  Christena 
were  active  members  of  the  Zion  Reformed  Church  at  New  Bedford, 
always  looking  forward  and  upward  to  better  things,  a faith 
which  they  carried  with  them  to  North  Dakota  and  Washington  and 
to  their  final  resting  place  in  the  Wenatchee  Valley.

The  writer *s  paternal  grandfather,  William  J.  Farver,  Jr.,  was 
born  on  the  southeast  160  acres  of  the  original  half  section  to 
which  the  two  Farver  brothers  laid  claim  when  they  migrated  to 
Ohio  in  1815,  the  160  acres  which  great -"uncle  Solomon  Wm.  Farver 
named  "Pleasant  Home  Farm".  During  the  years  1828,  1830  and 
1835,  great-grandfather  Farver  had  obtained  deeds  to  240  acres 
in  southeastern  Mechanic  township.  Holmes  County,  Ohio.  This 
with  an  additional  40  acres  belonging  to  Solomon  Wm.  Farver,  fell 
to  grandfather  "Billy"  Farver,  as  everybody  knew  him  by  name,  in 
1855  when  the  estate  settlement  was  made.  These  acres  all  280 
in  number  were  located  in  the  little  valley,  to  this  day,  a 
hundred  years  later,  known  as  Farver  Run.  Grandmother  Farver* s 
mother  was  Catherine  Conrad,  a sister  to  Barbara  Conrad  who 
married  Solomon  Wm.  Farver;  this  places  the  descendants  of 
"Billy"  and  Christena  Farver  in  the  family  line  claiming  re- 
lationship with  George  Washington  by  marriage. 


When  my  grandparents  settled  here  in  1851,  (where  36  years  later 
the  writer  was  born),  there  was  no  road  by  the  site  of  the  home 
they  chose.  Only  a trail  led  to  the  site.  Late  the  same  year 
the  present  road  by  the  farm,  was  laid  out,  and  built  early  in 
1852.  They  started  from  "scratch"  as  the  saying  goes,  built 
every  building  that  ever  stood  there,  cleared  the  land,  in  short, 
hewed  a home  out  of  the  forest,  just  as  all  their  contemporaries 
and  ancestors  had  done.  My  father,  born  in  1856,  often  told  us 
of  how  he  helped  cut  trees,  roll  the  logs  together,  fire  the  log 
heaps,  all  to  clear  the  land  for  cropping,  logs  from  virgin 
timber,  that  timber  buyers  today  would  pay  small  fortunes  to  get 
them,  a story  repeated  everywhere. 


From  1851  to  1866  they  lived  in  a log  cabin;  the  present  house 
was  built  with  the  date  1866  laid  in  huge  figures  on  the  north 
side  in  the  slate  roof  and  1885  on  the  south  side,  denoting  the 
year  when  the  slate  roof  replaced  the  original  shingle  roof.  A 
new  barn  was  built  in  1869  and  has  stood  all  these  years,  and  as 
we  write  this  today,  April  19,  1955,  a strawshed  was  raised  and 
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I idded  to  the  barn  built  86  years  ago. 

?or  a few  months  over  51  years  they  lived  here  following  their 
aarriage,  when  grandfather  "Billy"  Farver  passed  on  following 
leveral  strokes. 

Jrandmother  lived  until  1914,  their  grandaughter  and  .family,  the 
Idam  Conkles,  having  lived  in  the  house  with  her,  after  which 
;hey  purchased  the  farm.  They  were  staunch  members  and  support- 
ers of  the  Zion  Reformed  Church  at  New  Bedford,  Ohio  and  are 
juried  in  the  new  cemetery  there. 

?he  memories  still  so  vivid  in  the  writer*s  mind,  of  the  days, 
md  the  many  nights  spent  in  their  home,  are  a part  of  my  life 
rhich  will  remain  as  long  as  life  lasts.  Many  an  evening  Grand- 
rather  "Billy"  Farver  helped  me  "work"  my  Ray’s  Third  Part  Arith- 
netio  problems;  and  Grandma’s  apple  pies  and  molasses  cookies, 
low  we  remember  them  1 

ttiey  knew  nothing  but  hard  work,  for  51  years.  But  1*11  vouch 
;hey  were  as  happy  as  anyone  today.  There  never  was  any  debt  on 
;heir  acres  and  they  died  leaving  the  efforts  of  their  51  years 
;o  their  children.  A lifetime  spent  carving  out  a farm  from  the 
rirgin  forest  as  farmers.

J.  W.  A,  Farver  was  born  in  Mechanic  township.  Holmes  County, 

Ohio,  on  the  farm  on  Farver  Run  where  his  parents  settled  in  the  I 
spring  of  1851.

A large  part  of  the  280-acre  tract  great-grandfather  William 
Farver  Sr.  laid  claim  to,  1828  to  1837,  was  made  ready  for  till-  1ft 
age  during  the  years  when  my  father  was  between  the  ages  of  ten 
and  25.  He  often  told  us  of  the  log-rolling-frolics,  where  a 
group  of  the  pioneer  settlers  would  assemble,  and  by  hand,  roll  1 
together  huge  heaps  of  logs,  (the  kind  of  white  oak,  which  today  || 
would  set  the  veneer  factory  buyers  wild  If  they  could  get  them), [I 
and  burn  them  to  get  the  ground  ready  for  plowing.  It  was  common  j 
then  in  the  fall  of  the  year,  in  the  green  corn  season,  to  have 
roasting-ear-parties , the  corn  being  roasted  in  the  embers  of  theil 
log  heaps  being  burned. 

In  1882  he  purchased  the  west  80  acres,  (government  deed,  1830,  || 

by  Andrew  Jackson),  from  his  father,  Wm.  J.  Farver,  Jr.,  also 
the  north  40  acres  of  the  mile  long  block  of  40-acre  tracts  owned! I 
at  that  time  by  Wm.  J.  Farver,  Jr.  After  their  marriage  in  1884  ll 
they  lived  on  the  old  springhouse  with  his  parents  for  three  and  [ 
one-half  years.  In  the  summer  of  1885,  the  barn  on  the  west  80  j| 
acres  was  built  by  Timothy  Kaser,  a local  carpenter.  Two  years  j| 
later,  a few  months  after  the  writer*s  birth,  the  house  In  which  [I 
I have  lived  most  of  my  days  and  in  which  this  family  history  is  I 
being  written,  wa3  built.  Of  all  the  many  hundreds  of  acres  laid  I 
claim  to  by  the  Farver s from  1811  to  1837,  in  Holmes  and  Coshoc-  j 
ton  counties,  this  80-acre  tract  is  the  only  land  still  in  the 
Farver  name. 

In  the  fall  of  1887  they  moved  in  the  new  house,  lived  there  till  I j 
November,  1918,  then  moved  to  Millersburg,  Ohio.  After  my  father  f] 
died  in  1931,  Mother  Farver  lived  alone  in  Millersburg  for  eigit 
and  one-half  years,  then  came  back  to  the  farm,  where  now  at  the 
age  of  92^  years,  she  has  lived  with  us  since  November  14,  1939. 

Their  entire  life  was  spent  as  farmers  on  the  land  settled  by  the 
pioneer  Farvers.  They  were  active  members  of  the  Zion  Reformed 
Church  at  New  Bedford,  Ohio,  the  church  our  great-grandfather 
William  Farver,  Sr.,  helped  establish  in  1820.

John  V.  Farver,  third  son  of  William,  Sr.,  and  Mariah  Hechler — 
Farver , was  born  on  the  old  Farver  homestead  in  German  township. 
Holmes  County,  Ohio.  Here  he  grew  up  and  was  only  four  years 
old  when  his  mother  was  injured  by  a kicking  cow,  resulting  in 
her  death.  His  oldest  brother,  Solomon  wm.  Farver,  had  married 
about  three  months  previous  to  the  mother's  death,  and  he  and 
his  bride  then  took  over  the  large  house  and  William  Farver,  Sr., 
and  the  two  motherless  sons,  the  writer's  grandfather  William  J. 
Jr.,  and  John  V.  lived  in  the  small  house  known  to  the  family  as 
"the  shop".  Here  they  lived  until  Wm. , Sr.'s  death  in  1852, 
grrndfather  Wm.  J.,  having  married  the  year  before.  Evidently 
Johu  V.  must  have  stayed  on  there  in  "the  shop"  or  with  brother 
Solomon  until  his  marriage  in  1855. 


By  the  terms  of  his  father's  will,  John  V.  was  willed  a tract  of 
160  acres  in  the  southeastern  corner  of  Crawford  township  in 
Coshocton  County,  Ohio,  where  they  settled  after  their  marriage, 
living  there  until  1868,  when  after  selling  this  farm,  they  moved 
to  a farm  south  of  Millershurg,  Ohio,  later  known  as  Farver  Hill 
where  they  lived  the  remainder  of  their  life.  John  and  Mary 
Farver  were  very  active  in  organizing  the  Farver  Hill  Methodist 
Church  which  was  erected  about  40  rods  from  their  home. 

Their  entire  life  was  spent  as  farmers’,  a period  dating  from 
September  15,  1855,  (a  hundred  years  ago)  to  1912  when  Mary  died. 


Some  doubt  still  exists  in  our  mind  as  to  what  the  "V"  in  John  V 
Farvers  name  represents.  During  all  the  years  the  writer  knew 
him  and  visited  in  his  home,  we  never  learned  what  his  middle 
name  was.  We  just  knew  him  as  John  V.  Farver,  our  great  uncle 
John  V.  Since  beginning  this  family  record,  we  tried  to  learn 
what  uhe  "V"  represents.

We  know  that  Jacob  Farver  was  the  second  son  of  Christian  and 
Susannah  Farver,  (this  from  the  records  of  Solomon  Win*  Farver). 
Also  that  he  was  born  in  1785.  Also  that  his  older  brother, 
William,  was  born  in  Loudon  County,  Virginia,  in  1782  and  John, 
his  younger  brother,  was  born  in  Somerset  County,  Pennsylvania 
in  1791. 

We  also  know,  that  Christian  Farver  left  Virginia  because  he  did 
not  like  slavery,  and  that  he  went  to  Maryland,  but  he  apparently 
was  not  satisfied  there,  for  he  did  move  on  to  Somerset  County, 
Pennsylvania.  We  have  reasons  to  believe  that  he  may  have  been 
in  Maryland  several  years,  and  that  Jacob  may  have  been  born  in 
Maryland  in  1785. 

Another  reason  we  believe  this,  is  the  traditional  story  handed 
down  in  a number  of  Farver  branches  of  the  three  brothers  who 
came  from  Germany  in  1767,  one  returning  to  sea,  and  the  other 
two  settling  in  Virginia.  That  one  of  these  two  was  Christian, 
we  are  certain.  We  think  the  other  was  Jacob  Faber  (Farver),  one 
of  the  three  coming  from  Europe.  The  one  returning  to  the  life 
of  a sailor  must  have  been  Valentin  Faber. 

If  the  reader  refers  to  the  early  pages  of  this  record,  you  will 
find  mention  of  the  three  branches  settling  in  Mercer  County, 
Pennsylvania,  Ashland  County,  Ohio  and  Miami  County,  Ohio,  and 
that  they  all  came  from  Maryland,  and  everything  points  to  the 
fact  that  they  must  have  come  from  the  Washington  and  Frederick 
Counties  in  Maryland  section,  which  lies  just  across  the  Potomac 
River  from  Lotidon  County,  Virginia,  and  on  a direct  route  over 
into  the  Somerset  County,  Pennsylvania  area,  and  on  to  Ohio. 

This  is  just  about  conclusive  evidence  to  us  that  the  father  of 
the  three  Farvers  who  migrated,  Samuel  Farver  to  Mercer  County, 
Pennsylvania;  John  Farver  to  Ashland  County,  Ohio  and  George 
Farver  to  Miami  County,  Ohio,  all  coming  from  Maryland,  was 
Jacob  Faber  (Farver),  the  brother  of  Christian  Faber,  (Farver) 
our  great -great -grandfather. 

Now,  let  us  go  baok  to  the  Jacob  Farver  who  was  born  in  1785. 

Other  than  the  fact  that  he  was  born  in  1785,  and  that  he  was 
the  seoond  son  of  Christian  Farver,  we  have  no  records.  But  he 
DID  HOT  COME  TO  OHIO  IN  1815,  when  his  two  brothers,  William, 

Sr.,  and  John  Sr.  migrated  here  with  their  mother. 
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So,  he  must  have  remained  in  the  Somerset — Westmoreland  Counties 
area  in  Pennsylvania.  And  there  our  data  ends  except  a few  odds 
and  ends  we  have  found  that  tie  in  to  furnish  clues  for  further 
research. 

About  1865  or  1866,  Jacob  W.  H.  Parver  made  a trip  to  Pennsyl- 
vania. He  visited  with  the  daughter  of  this  Jacob  Farver.  She 
was  married  to  a man  named  Harrold.  Again  the  record  ends  for 
when  Jacob  W.  H.  Parver  wrote  us  from  Washington  State  in  1931-32 
telling  us  this,  we  failed  to  follow  it  up  and  get  the  rest  of 
the  information  he  remembered  of  that  visit,  he  being  the  only 
person  living  who  could  have  supplied  it — no  one  then  dreamed  of 
ever  compiling  a record  of  the  Parvers.  Jacob  W.  H.  died  late  in 
1932,  so  that  door  was  closed  for  it  seems  he  hadn»t  told  anyone 
else  about  that  visit  to  the  early  home  of  the  Parvers. 

Another  piece  of  family  lore  is  that  over  in  the  Harrold  Church 
Cemetery  on  Route  71,  southwest  of  Qreensburgh,  Pennsylvania, 
there  is  buried  one  Solomon  Parver,  born  1814,  died  1851,  the 
grave  being  among  those  of  a number  of  Harrolds.  Whether  this 
means  anything,  we  let  the  reader  reason  this  way:  Jacob  Parver 

(1785*s)  daughter  had  married  a Harrold.  This  Solomon  Farver  is 
burled  among  the  Harrolds  in  the  Harrold  Church  Cemetery.  And 
besides,  both  of  the  two  brothers  coming  to  Ohio  had  a son  named 
Solomon.  If  this  one  burled  in  the  Harrold  Cemetery  was  the  son 
of  Jacob  Farver,  (1785)  then  the  three  brothers  would  have  each 
named  a son,  Solomon,  and  notice  the  years  as  they  fall  into  like 
age  brackets : 

William  Parver,  Sr.,  born  1782— son  Solomon  Wm.  b.  1816 

Jacob  Parver,  born  1785 — son  Solomon  ? b.  1814 

John  Parver,  Sr.,  born  1791 — son  Solomon  b.  1835 

(11th  of  13  children) 

One  more  clue  not  to  be  passed  by  is  that  from  1837  to  1839,  one 
Sebastian  Farver  owned  160  acres  in  Paint  township.  Holmes  County 
Ohio,  in  the  area  which  was  settled  by  the  Harrolds  from  this 
same  section  in  Pennsylvania,  from  1818  to  1840.  Where  he  came 
from  and  where  he  went  after  he  sold  this  160-acre  tract  to  Chris 
topher  Harrold,  no  one  knows.  Sebastian  Farver* s name  appears 
on  the  deed  records  in  our  county  during  1837-1839,  then  dis- 
appears. The  fact  that  he  bought  land  where  the  Harrold  settle- 
ment in  Holmes  County  existed,  then  sold  to  Christopher  Harrold, 
may  indicate  a connection  with  the  Harrolds,  that  could  tie  in 
with  the  family  of  Jacob  Parver,  born  in  1785. 

Whether  Jacob  Parver  ever  came  to  Ohio  to  visit  his  mother  and 
brothers  is  not  known — his  mother  lived  until  1831.  There  is  no 
positive  record  that  the  brothers  ever  visited  him.  There  is  one 
story  to  the  effect  that  there  was  some  friction  because  Jacob  is 
said  to  have  married  an  English  girl,  the  Parvers  being  definite - 
German,  with  a French  background  and  speaking  the  Pennsylvania 
German  dialect  which  they  brought  from  Germany,  and  which  is 
still  in  use  in  the  Rhine  River  Valley. 

There  is  some  record  that  great-grandfather  William  parver,  Sr., 
(brother  to  Jacob,  born  in  1785),  did  go  back  to  Pennsylvania 
occasionally,  and  that  he  carried  plenty  of  tobacco  to  pacify 
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any  Indiana  who  showed  signs  of  being  unruly  or  dangerous.  It 
seems  that  the  two  generations  preceding  the  writer,  (which  would 
he  the  fourth  and  fifth  generations  as  outlined  In  this  record), 
were  extremely  lax  in  obtaining  and  recording  the  very,  very  larg 
amount  of  historical  Farver  family  records  very  much  needed  now, 
but  apparently  lost. 

Until,  if  ever,  some  one  unearths  more  data  about  this  seeond 
brother,  Jaoob  Farver,  born  in  1785,  we  must  rest  his  case.

John  Farver,  Sr.,  was  the  youngest  son  of  Christian  and  Susannah 
Farver,  and  was  born  in  Somerset  County,  Pennsylvania,  while  it 
was  still  a part  of  Bedford  County.  Somerset  County  was  formed 
in  1795,  four  years  after  John  Farver,  Sr.,  was  born.  He  mi- 
grated to  what  became  German  township.  Holmes  County,  Ohio,  from 
Somerset  County,  Penns.,  during  April,  1815,  with  his  mother  and 
brother  William,  Sr.,  and  wife,  arriving  here  at  their  new  home 
on  May  2,  1815. 

He  had  filed  his  claim  for  the  160-acre  tract — now  owned  by  Henry 

A.  Raber in  1811.  It  is  very  likely  that  he  had  made  a trip 

here  to  contact  one  of  the  land  agents  who  had  charge  of  the 
allotting  of  the  various  many  tracts  of  land,  as  there  was  much 
activity  in  German  and  Mechanic  townships  In  Holmes  County  from 
1808  to  1815. 

John  Sr.,  came  to  Ohio  during  the  fall  of  1814,  to  build  himself 
a cabin.  Evidently  he  had  taken  the  full  three  years  allowed  to 
settlers  after  filing  a claim  to  pay  the  entire  amount,  after 
which  the  deed  was  issued.  When  the  cabin  was  finished,  he  rent- 
ed it  to  a man  named  Myers  for  the  winter,  then  returned  to  Som- 
erset County,  Penna.,  for  the  winter  and  likely  to  be  back  home 
when  his  brother  William,  Sr.  was  married  in  January,  1815. 

When  weather  became  fit  to  begin  a migration,  they  started, 
taking  the  latter  part  of  April  for  the  trip.  His  deed  had  been 
granted  on  November  10,  1814,  and  he  took  possession  when  he 
built  the  cabin  and  moved  in  on  May  2,  1815.  His  brother  William 
Sr.,  and  wife  and  their  mother  lived  there  until  the  following 
spring  in  March  or  April,  William  and  his  family,  (Solomon  Wm. 
was  born  April  3,  1816),  moved  to  their  160  acres,  lying  directly 
southeast,  and  on  which  during  the  past  year  they  had  built  their 
cabin. 

The  records  are  vague,  but  from  handed  down  information,  it  is 
known  that  the  mother  made  her  home  with  William,  Sr.,  until  she 
died,  but  when  William,  Sr.,  and  his  family  moved  in  the  spring 
of  1816,  their  mother,  Susannah  Martin  Farver,  remained  with 
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John,  Sr.,  until  the  following  fall  when  h©  was  married  to  Mrs. 
Elizabeth  Roop-Tope,  born  in  Dauphin  County,  Pennsylvania,  who 
had  been  previously  married  to  a man  named  Tope,  to  whom  two 
children  were  born,  a son  and  daughter,  born  1811  and  1813, 
respectively. 

The  records  of  these  two  step -children  are  missing.  Ho  one  seems 
to  have  them,  but  they  did  settle  in  Holmes  County,  as  deed  re- 
cords show  many  transactions  by  the  Topes. 

The  daughter,  Elizabeth  Tope,  (named  Margaret  in  one  reoord),  was 
married  to  Jacob  Eerstetter.  His  son,  Lee  Kerstetter,  well-known 
Millersburg  blacksmith  was  only  five  years  old  when  his  mother 
died,  after  which  he  was  raised  to  maturity  by  his  grandmother, 
Elizabeth  Roop-Tope -Farver. 

John  Farver,  Sr.,  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth  lived  on  this  tract, 
the  original  Farver  tract  in  this  and  adjoining  counties  their 
entire  life.  That  they  carved  a home  out  of  the  wilderness  of 
forest -land,  raised  12  of  a family  of  13  to  maturity,  besides  the 
two  Tope  step-children  and  the  maternal  grandson,  Lee  Eerstetter, 
sets  forth  a lesson  for  the  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth  generations 
of  Farver  descendants  of  the  1950*8,  worthy  of  more  than  passing 
study.  Go  back  125  years  in  your  mind,  remind  yourself  how  they 
did  things  then,  no  roads,  no  nearby  stores,  not  even  kerosene 
light,  no  window  glass,  all  foot  and  horseback  travel,  clearing 
land  almost  entirely  with  an  ax,  if  they  wanted  salt,  someone  had 
to  go  to  Zanesville,  Ohio,  fifty  miles  south  to  bring  in  a supply. 
Stack  these  and  a hundred  other  things  against  1955  conditions 
and  conveniences,  then  think  of  John  Farver,  Sr.,  raising  15 
children  to  maturity  and  never  anyone  going  hungry,  and  don*t 
ever  think  anyone  ever  did  go  hungry.  The  pioneers  didn*t  oper- 
ate that  way,  not  the  Farvers,  or  the  other  thousands  who  settled 
Ohio. 

With  his  large  family,  he  was  kept  busy,  and  he  did  not  take  part 
so  much  In  public  affairs  as  did  our  great  -grandfather,  William 
Farver,  Sr.,  his  brother.  However,  John  Sr.,  did  assist  quite 
often  in  viewing  newly-laid  out  roads,  etc.,  being  one  of  German 
township *s  earliest  settlers. 

He  entered  claim  to  his  tract  in  1811  and  then  in  1818  he  and  his 
brother  William,  Sr.,  received  a government  deed  to  the  160-acre 
traet  in  Mechanic  township,  later  occupied  by  John  W.  Farver,  Jr. 
his  son.  In  1820,  the  brothers  dissolved  partnership,  John,  Sr., 
taking  this  entire  tract,  never  acquiring  any  more  land,  while 
William,  Sr.,  at  one  time  owned  500  acres  in  German  and  Mechanic 
townships  in  Holmes  County  and  Crawford  township  in  Coshocton 
County. 

The  reader  will  notice  they  named  two  sons,  Abraham.  The  first 
one  so  named  died  at  the  age  of  eleven  days.  Thirteen  months 
later  twins  were  born  and  being  very  anxious  to  have  a son  named 
Abraham,  they  named  one  of  the  twins  Abraham. 

There  Is  no  record  of  where  John  Farver,  Sr.,  is  buried.  Eliza- 
beth, his  wife,  is  buried  in  the  Reformed  Church  Cemetery  at  New 
Bedford,  Ohio,  with  a marker.  Quite  likely  he  was  buried  in  the 
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same  cemetery,  but  without  a marker  slnoe  it  was  some  16  years 
earlier.

Elizabeth  Farver,  first  child  of  John  Farver,  Sr.,  was  born  on 
the  original  pioneer  Parver  farm  in  this  area  of  Ohio,  in  German 
township.  Holmes  County,  as  were  all  12  of  her  brothers  and 
sisters.  Here  she  lived  the  life  of  the  pioneer  daughters  but 
did  not  marry  until  40  years  of  age,  when  she  became  the  wife  of 
John  A.  Foutch  who  had  migrated  here  from  Somerset  County,  Penn- 
sylvania, where  he  had  reared  a family  of  eigit  children.  He  was 
sixty  years  old  when  he  married  Elizabeth  Farver.  When  the  estate 
of  John  Parver,  Sr.,  was  settled  up  during  the  years  1862-1867, 
one  hundred  forty  six  acres  of  the  original  160  were  divided 
among  six  of  the  12  living  children.  In  this  distribution, 
Elizabeth  Parver -Foutch  received  18*76  acres,  on  which  they  lived 
the  rest  of  their  days.  They  are  burled  at  Mew  Bedford,  Ohio  on 
the  Zlop  Reformed  Church  Cemetery.

They  were  located  on 
on  what  is  now  Baltic,  Ohio,  Rt.  #1.  They  were  members  of  the 
Kew  Bedford  Zion  Reformed  Church  and  are  buried  there.

"Aln  Orris,  as  folks  here  knew  him,  was  born  on  this  same  little 
18-acre-home  which  the  Foutchs  and  Orrises  called  "home",  assist- 
ing his  father  doing  some  farming.  They  then  also  received  the 
17 -acre  piece  of  land  Anne  Farver  owned,  for  keeping  Anne.  "Al" 
and  his  father  lived  here  following  his  mother's  death  for  over 
three  years.  After  the  father's  death  in  1926,  "Al"  lived  here 
alone  for  a year,  then  sold  the  land  and  moved  to  New  Bedford 
where  he  lived  with  his  family  until  his  death  in  1942.  He  was 
married  in  1927,  his  wife  also  coming  here  from  Pennsylvania. 

They  were  members  of  the  Zion  Reformed  Church  at  New  Bedford, 
Ohio,  where  he  is  buried.  Mrs.  Orris  remarried  and  is  living  at 
Grove  Street,  Mlddlefield,  Ohio  as  Mrs.  Jessie  Tuller.

We  remember  Mar I ah  Farver  as  a frail,  little,  stooped-over  old 
lady,  already  nearly  80  when  the  writer  was  ten  years  old.  When 
she  was  past  60,  she  reoeived  her  share  of  the  farm,  which  was 
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27  acres.  (None  of  the  children  received  the  deeds  for  their 
small  tracts  until  after  the  death  of  their  mother  in  1878 — it  ii 
evident  that  she  had  a dover  in  the  estate,  and  division  could 
not  be  made  until  after  her  death.)  Marlah  was  known  to  every* 
body  who  knew  her,  as  "Maricha" , the  German  pronunciation.  She 
lived  in  a little  house,  possibly  30  or  40  rods  south  of  the 
original  Farver  home  on  this  same  farm.  With  her  lived  Jonathan 
the  youngest  of  the  family.  He  was  23  years  younger  than  Marlah  j 
and  from  what  we  remember  of  him  and  his  relatives  say  of  him, 
he  never  harmed  himself  too  much  with  hard  work.  They  two  lived 
together  during  their  later  years  until  Hariah  became  so  feeble 
that  she  could  no  longer  do  their  small  amount  of  housework. 
Jonathan  soon  after  her  death  left  the  little  home  and  lived  at 
the  County  Home  north  of  Hlllersburg,  Ohio.  The  writer  remembers 
a visit  to  their  home,  made  with  my  father  when  I was  about  el^Lt 
years  old.  We  stayed  over  mealtime,  and  in  my  memory  I can  still 
see  "old  Maricha"  stooping  over  her  old  low  cookstove  frying  mush 
— old-fashion  corn  meal  mush,  and  I remember  coming  home  and  tell 
ing  my  mother  how  I wished  she  could  fry  mush  as  good  as  "old 
Maricha"  did.  I must  have  been  exceptionally  hungry,  for  Maricha 
crisp,  fried-hard  mush  made  such  an  impression  that  each  time 
even  now,  when  I eat  fried  mush,  I remember  this  incident.  She 
is  burled  in  the  New  Bedford  Zion  Reformed  Church  Cemetery.  She 
deeded  her  real  estate  to  the  Charles  Renners  in  1902  and  went 
to  live  with  them  until  her  death  in  February,  1903.  Mrs.  Renner 
was  Marlah*  s niece.

John  W.  Farver  was  born  on  the  original  Farver  tract  in  German 
township.  Holmes  County,  Ohio.  His  youth  was  spent  on  this  farm 
and  when  he  married  in  1844,  they  settled  on  the  farm  always 
known  as  the  old  John  Farver  farm  in  southeastern  Mechanic  town- 
ship and  in  the  valley  from  then  on  always  known  as  Farver  Run. 
This  tract  was  deeded  to  his  father  in  1818,  as  before  explained, 
and  is  located  in  the  southwest  quarter  of  section  11.  It  was 
Jointly  owned  1818-1820,  by  John  W*s  father  and  uncle. 

When  John  W.  Farver  and  his  bride  settled  here  there  was  no  road 
throu^i  the  valley,  only  several  trails.  One  trail  running  east 
and  west  led  by  the  buildings.  This  led  east  to  German  township 
where  the  Farvers  who  settled  Farver  Run  were  raised.  The  other 
trail  led  north  and  south,  passing  just  east  of  John  W*s  house. 
The  two  trails  crossed  a few  rods  northeast  of  the  house.  The 
north  and  south  trail  was  known  as  the  Coshocton  Trail,  leading 
southward  to  Miller eek  Valley  in  Coshocton  County.  After  the 
Millersburg-Evansburg  road  was  built  in  1831,  passing  across  the 
Doughty  Creek,  by  New  Bedford,  this  Coshocton  Trail  passed  into 
oblivion  as  did  the  east  and  west  trail  after  1851-52  when  the 
Farver  Run  road  was  laid  out  and  built  south  of  Farver  Run. 

Eleven  children  were  born  to  them  and  possibly  no  family  among 
the  Farvers  suffered  any  greater  loss  from  an  epidemic  or  con- 
tagious disease  them  did  the  John  W.  Farvers.  Dlptherla  struck 
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this  family  in  March  1859.  Four  children  died.  Elizabeth,  aged 
four,  died  on  March  25,  1859.  The  next  day  three  more  died, 
these  being  Mary  Ann,  aged  14;  Joslah,  aged  11^;  and  Hiram,  aged 
about  6^  years.  There  is  no  written  record  as  to  which  of  these 
three  died  first,  second  or  last,  but  from  handed -from-gener at ion 
-to -generation-data  we  know  that  when  the  parents  returned  from 
Elizabeth's  burial,  two  more  were  dead.  These  were  Josiah  and 
Hiram,  Mary  Ann  dying  later  in  the  day,  from  information  given  ub 
by  a grand -daughter,  Mrs.  Jennie  Blosser.  Eight  children  born  up 
to  this  time  and  four  were  taken  by  diptheria.  One,  George,  had 
died  in  1853,  leaving  only  three,  who  also  had  attacks  of  the 
disease.  The  writer's  grandparents,  the  Wm.J.  Farvers  lived  about 
40  rods  distant  and  they  went  in  to  assist  in  caring  for  the 
afflicted,  having  in  their  home  two  children  aged  six  and  two  and 
one-half.  As  a precaution,  they  made  complete  clothing  changes 
before  entering  their  own  house.  Remembering  the  oldtime  remedies 
and  formulas  my  grandparents  possessed  and  believed  in,  the 
writer  feels  certain  they  used  other  precautionary  measures  for 
none  in  the  home  contracted  the  disease. 

These  children  with  their  parents  are  buried  in  an  old  family 
cemetery  on  the  old  John  Raber  farm,  a half  mile  east  of  the 
Far ver  home,  and  while  not  kept  up,  the  markers  are  still  there 
and  most  of  them  readable. 

John  W.  Farver,  (what  the  ”Wn  means  except  to  distinguish  from 
the  other  John  Farvers,  we  never  learned),  was  one  of  the  earl- 
iest pioneers  to  blaze  the  trail  on  Farver  Run.  He  was  the  first 
Farver  to  locate  in  the  valley,  about  seven  years  before  the 
writer's  grandparents  settled  here,  and  on  the  first  land  taken 
up  by  Farvers  in  Mechanic  township,  (1818).  His  entire  life  was 
spent  as  a farmer.  It  is  also  known  that  he  had  a large  vine- 
yard and  raised  grapes  from  which  he  made  wine  on  the  commercial 
basis.  After  his  death  in  1881,  the  farm  was  occupied  in  smaller 
tracts  by  the  five  still  living  children,  until  the  death  of  the 
mother  in  1901,  when  each  of  them  received  their  tract,  when  the 
estate  was  settled.

Francis  M.  Farver  was  the  fourth  child  of  John  W.  and  Lydia 
Farver,  and  the  oldest  to  attain  maturity.  He  and  the  others  of 
this  family  who  grew  up,  attended  the  Beech  Grove  School  at 
Beck’s  Mills.  His  wife  in  her  youth  had  lived  in  the  area  south- 
west of  Bloomfield,  now  Clark,  in  Coshocton  County  and  later  re- 
ferred to  as  Reiser’s  Mill.  Three  years  after  his  marriage  he 
bought  a five  acre  tract  of  the  farm,  later  owned  by  his  brother 
Samuel  Farver,  then  owned  by  their  father.  On  this  he  built  the 
house  and  lived  there  until  about  a year  before  the  death  of  his 
first  wife,  when  Samuel  took  over  the  place  and  also  bought  the 
five  acres.

His  first  wife  is  burled  at  St.  Johns,  Michi- 
gan, where  it  seems  he  must  have  lived  for  a short  time  before 
her  death.

Bnory  Parver,  third  child  of  Francis  M.  and  Aurilla  parver, 
was  also  born  in  the  earlier-mentioned-log-cabin.  He  was  about 
five  years  old  when  the  family  moved  into  their  new  house,  built 
on  the  two  and  one -half  acres  the  parents  had  purchased  from  the 
former  "Billy"  Parver  farm,  then  owned  by  J.W.A.  Parver.  Emory 
also  attended  school  at  Beech  Grove,  and  was  by  far  the  best 
student  in  the  school  at  that  time.  He  was  credited  as  being  the 
best-educated  .of  any  of  the  Farvers  in  his  decade  or  age  bracket. 
Before  moving  to  Indiana  in  1909,  he  had  taught  several  terms  of 
school  in  his  home  township.  Mechanic,  in  Holmes  County,  Ohio. 

When  he  went  to  Indiana  in  1909,  he  shortly  afterward  went  to 
Oklahoma  where  he  took  the  teachers  examination  for  elementary 
teachers,  getting  a life  certificate  in  Oklahoma.  After  teach- 
ing one  term  in  Oklahoma,  he  decided  to  return  to  Indiana  and  go 
on  to  Otterbein  College,  the  college  of  the  United  Brethren  Church 
at  Westerville,  Ohio,  in  the  fall  of  1910.  At  Otterbein  College 
he  took  the  four  year  course  in  three  years,  after  which  he 
graduated  from  Otterbein  College  in  the  spring  of  1913.  During 
During  1913-1914  he  taught  Astronomy  at  Park  College  in  Parkville 
Missouri.  In  1914  he  went  to  Lombard  College  in  Urbana,  111., 
where  he  received  a Master's  degree,  after  which  he  received  a 
professorship  in  Lombard  College.  He  held  this  position  until  he 
was  drafted  into  the  army  at  the  outbreak  of  World  War  I.  He 
served  in  the  U.  S.  Army  in  Europe  and  was  stationed  in  Prance 
when  the  Armistice  was  signed,  November  11,  1918.  When  the 
scourge  of  influenza  swept  over  Europe  at  the  close  of  the  war, 
and  struck  the  American  army  so  hard,  Emory  was  one  of  those 
struck  down  by  the  disease — it  developing  into  pneumonia,  caus- 
ing his  death  on  January  13,  1919,  Just  a short  time  before  he 
was  due  to  be  discharged.  Later  on  when  the  government  returned 
the  soldier-bodies , he  Was  brought  back  and  buried  in  the  old 
cemetery  at  North  Liberty,  Indiana.

Noah  J.  Farver known  to  his  friends  as  Noah  John was  widely 

known  as  a stone  mason.  Scores  of  stone  walls  under  buildings, 
large  and  small,  in  our  local  community  were  built  by  him,  as 
well  as  many  bridge  abutments  in  local  townships  all  standing  as 
monuments  to  his  ability  as  a stone  mason.  He  was  the  tenth 
child  of  John  W.  and  Lydia-Harmon-Farver  born  on  the  first  farm 
entered  and  settled  by  Farver s in  Mechanic  Township  in  our  Hol- 
mes County.  He  was  born  about  three  and  a half  years  after  the 
diptheria  epidemic  took  four  of  his  earlier-born  brothers  and 
sisters.  At  the  time  he  was  married  it  was  possible  to  get  a 
marriage  license  by  having  some  other  person  apply  in  the  pro- 
bate court  for  it.  His  bride-to-be  living  in  Crawford  Township, 
Coshocton  County,  Ohio,  he  sent  his  brother  Francis  to  get  the 
license  at  Coshocton,  Ohio,  as  the  probate  court  records  show 
there.  He  built  himself  a log  cabin  house  on  the  east  forty 
acres  of  the  west  eighty  of  the  quarter  section  owned  by  his 
father.  Here  he  reared  his  family,  living  there  until  his  death 
in  1917.  When  the  estate  was  settled  in  1901,  this  tract  be- 


came  his.  He  did  some  farming,  but  his  lifetime  work  was  that 
of  a stone  mason,  coal  miner,  well-driller  and  saw -mill  operator, 
residing  like  all  of  his  family,  in  the  Parver  Run  area  all  his 
life.

Abraham  Farver,  one  of  the  twin  sons  born  to  John  Farver,  Sr. 
and  wife  on  the  old  Farver  homestead,  was  the  second  of  the 
family  to  be  named  Abraham.  When  thirteen  months  before  in 
February,  1827,  a son  had  been  born  to  them,  they  named  him  Abra- 
ham; eleven  days  later  he  died.  They  had  very  much  desired  to 
have  a son  named  Abraham  so  when  on  March  12,  1828  a pair  of 
twins  was  born  to  them,  they  decided  to  name  one  William  and  the 
other  Abraham,  thus  fulfilling  their  desire.  He  was  married 
twice,  his  second  wife  having  been  Mary  Custer,  record  of  which 
will  be  found  near  the  end  of  the  Abraham  Farver  history. 

Attaining  maturity  in  the  old  homestead,  getting  his  schooling 
along  with  his  brothers  and  sisters  in  the  nearby  school,  long 
known  as  Maple  Valley,  and  being  married  at  the  age  of  25,  he, 
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a year  later.  In  1856,  bought  the  40-acr©  tract,  known  for  many 
years  as  the  John  Baker  farm  located  about  two  and  one-half  miles 
north-west  of  New  Bedford  in  German  township.  He  bought  it  from 
Jonathan  Sheneman  and  lived  in  the  small  house,  which  Is  still 
standing  and  being  used  as  a shop  and  springhouse,  for  a year  or 
two,  until  he  had  built  the  house  which  now  is  still  being  used 
as  a dwelling  house.  (It  was  in  this  house  that  the  writer  of 
this  history  and  wife  began  housekeeping  in  1912.) 

Here  Abraham  parver  lived  until  1863,  when  he  moved  to  Lagrange 
County,  Indiana.  The  period  from  1850  to  1870  was  pretty  much  a 
period  of  migration  from  Ohio  westward  to  Indiana  and  Illinois, 
as  50  years  earlier  had  been  a migratory  period  from  Pennsyl- 
vania, Maryland  and  Virginia  to  Ohio.  Newly -married  couples  and 
many  older  folks  were  caught  up  by  the  "go-west”  urge,  and  Abe 
Parver,  as  we  always  heard  the  folks  call  him,  was  one  of  many 
in  this  area  who  was  bitten  by  the  “go-west"  bug.  So  intense 
was  his  desire  to  see  Indiana  that  he  walked  to  Lagrange  County, 
Indiana  and  picked  out  a site  in  Newbury  township,  a short  dis- 
tance southwest  of  what  is  now  Shipshewana,  Indiana.  He  walked 
back  to  his  home  here  in  the  township  of  his  birth,  a distance 
of  225  miles  one  way  and  began  making  preparations  to  migrate  to 
his  new  home  in  Indiana.  They  loaded  their  goods  on  the  rail- 
road train  at  Millersburg,  Ohio,  and  this  time  taking  the  train, 
they  left  with  their  children  (four  at  this  time)  for  Indiana  to 
stay.  That  he  was  satisfied  Is  shown  by  the  fact  that  they  came 
back  on  visits  but  very  little — of  course  method  of  travel  being 
slow  accounts  largely  for  the  few  visits  back  to  Ohio. 

We  have  had  to  rely  on  local  Information,  records,  etc.,  and 
what  the  writer’s  mother,  now  nearly  93,  has  been  able  to  tell 
during  the  past  ten  years.  She  remembers  the  last  visit  Abe  and 
Harriett  parver  made  to  Ohio,  before  Harrietts ’s  death,  and  when 
the  writer’s  mother  was  about  seven  or  eight  years  old,  or 
around  1869  or  1870.  Abe  Farver  was  a typical  parver,  rather 
short,  quite  heavy,  and  of  those  who  read  this  who  remember  Uncle 
John  V.  parver  mentioned  in  earlier  pages,  Abe  is  said  to  have 
resembled  John  V.  very  much.  Deed  records  in  Holmes  County  re- 
corder’s office  show  that  he  sold  the  40-aore  tract  here  to 
Henry  Kerch  in  1864,  a year  after  they  migrated  to  Indiana. 

More  of  the  early  life  of  the  family  after  they  settled  in  La- 

? range  County,  Indiana,  will  be  found  in  the  sketch  of  Jonathan 
John)  Parver,  eldest  son  of  Abe  and  Harrietts  Parver,  farther 
on.  When  the  family  settled  there  it  was  pioneer  territory  and 
a schoolhouse  was  built  by  the  cross-roads  near  their  home, 
about  20  rods  from  the  house.  To  this  day  that  schoolhouse  is 
known  as  the  Parver  School.  Besides  being  a lifelong  farmer, 

Abe  Parver  was  a mill-wright,  and  naturally  the  sons  came  by  the 
ability  to  work  with  lumber  and  out  of  this  grew  the  Parver 
Lumber  Con?) any  at  Shipshewana.

Elizabeth  Farver,  first  child  of  Abraham  and  Harriette  Farver, 
was  born  in  German  township.  Holmes  County,  Ohio,  and  was  about 
eight  years  old  when  they  moved  to  Indiana  in  1863.  Evidently 
there  was  more  or  less  travel  and  visiting  between  the  settlers 
of  Lagrange  County,  Indiana  and  Holmes  County,  Ohio,  for  when 
Elizabeth  Farver  married  it  was  a young  man  from  Holmes  County, 
William  Engel,  who  was  reared  in  the  vicinity  of  Berlin,  here  in 
Holmes  County.  After  their  marriage  they  lived  for  some  time  in 
the  vicinity  of  Middletown,  now  known  as  Mt.  Hope  in  northern 
Holmes  County.  From  the  data  at  hand  we  assume  the  two  children 
were  born  here.  They  then  moved  to  Medina,  Ohio.  From  reliable 
information,  we  learn  that  the  addiction  for  drink  on  the 
father’s  part  broke  up  the  marriage.  Elizabeth  took  the  son  and 
moved  to  Middlebury,  Indiana,  where  she  could  be  nearer  her 
brothers  and  sisters.  The  daughter  had  died  in  1895.  From  1897 
to  1927  she  lived  in  Middlebury  and  becoming  crippled  by  arth- 
ritis, unable  to  care  for  herself,  she  entered  an  Old  People’s 
Home  in  Eureka,  Illinois.  While  there,  in  1932,  she  fell, 
breaking  both  legs  and  both  knee-caps.  Then  already  77  years 
old,  she  never  became  well  enough  to  walk  again,  her  fall  taking 
place  while  getting  around  on  crutches.

Jonathan  Farver,  known  to  all  his  friends  and  business  friends 
in  the  Shipshewana,  Indiana  area  as  "John"  Farver,  was  born  on 
the  Baker  Farm  in  German  (Clark)  township.  Holmes  County,  Ohio, 
the  same  farm  where  the  writer  began  housekeeping  in  1912.  He 
was  six  years  old  when  the  family  migrated  to  Lagrange  County, 
Indiana  and  his  memory  of  Ohio  was  limited  until  he  came  back  to 
his  birthplace  about  1881  on  a visit.  He  grew  to  manhood  in  the 
Shipshewana,  Indiana  area,  before  Shipshewana  was  founded.  With 

the  schoolhouse the  Farver  School only  20  rods  from  his 

father's  house,  Jonathan  had  little  distance  to  travel  to  get  his 
schooling.  As  a lad  he  trapped  quail  and  sold  them  to  a dealer 

in  the  town  of  Lagrange  at  from  a dollar  and  a half  to  two 

dollars  per  dozen.  At  one  time  he  bagged  two  dozen — an  entire 

covey— in  a cornstalk  trap,  and  was  paid  three  dollars  for  his 

rather  unusual  delivery. 

Jonathan  became  a carpenter  and  contractor  before  he  was  21.  He 
was  only  24  when  he  entered  the  lumber  business,  building  his 
first  mill  at  Shore,  where  the  Mennonite  Church  now  stands.  It 
was  in  1888  that  he  took  over  two  acres  of  land  on  the  east  side 
of  present  Shipshewana,  then  only  platted  as  a possible  town. 
These  two  acres  were  outside  the  town  limits,  and  here  the  Far- 
ver Lumber  Company  came  into  being  in  1889,  with  half  of  the 
building  as  a space  for  doors  and  window  stock  and  the  other 
half  for  an  office.  The  Company  then  consisted  of  Jonathan  and 
his  brother  William.  Today  the  Farver  Lumber  Company  in  Ship- 
shewana rates  as  one  of  the  largest  concerns  of  its  kind  in  this 
part  of  Indiana.  Eight  buildings  are  now  required  to  house  the 
business  and  the  entire  two  acres  are  used  in  the  space  covered 
by  the  buildings,  devoted  to  the  needs  of  its  thousands  of  cus- 
tomers. During  the  earlier  years  of  the  Company,  Jonathan 
supplied  the  material  and  built  the  majority  of  the  large  build- 
ings and  schoolhouses  in  the  Shipshewana  area,  for  nearly  50 
miles  around.  The  Farver  Lumber  Company  is  said  to  be  the  old- 
est business  in  Lagrange  County,  Indiana. 

When  he  was  still  in  his  teens  he  helped  build  a corduroy  road 
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in  Newbury  Township,  east  of  Yoder fs  Corners.  The  trees  were 
cut  down,  the  stumps  pulled  out,  the  roadbed  graded  and  the  trees 
cut  into  lengths  and  laid  crosswise  for  the  corduroy  roadbed. 

This  road  led  to  the  town  of  Lagrange  and  today  is  part  of  Fed- 
eral Route  U.  S.  20.  He  was  also  the  first  settler  in  the  pre- 
sent town  of  Shipshewana,  Indiana,  having  made  the  stakes  used 
to  stake  out  the  town  when  it  was  platted. 

He  did  much  cabinet  work  during  his  life  and  has  many  beautiful 
pieces  of  furniture  to  his  credit.  When  he  was  eighty  he  start- 
ed a violin  which  he  finished  when  he  was  eighty-two.  It  is 
made  of  maple  and  spruce,  a very  beautiful  instrument — the 
writer  has  seen  a photograph  of  it — and  it  is  said  to  have  a 
very  fine  and  mellow  tone.

Moses  A.  Parver,  youngest  child  of  Abraham  and  Harrietts  Farver, 
was  born  in  LaGrange  County,  Indiana  about  three  and  one -half 
years  after  the  family  had  migrated  there  from  Holmes  County, 
Ohio,  near  what  is  now  Shipshewana,  Indiana.  His  early  school 
days,  too,  were  spent  in  what  to  this  day  is  known  as  the  Farver 

School,  being  located  on  the  original  Farver  tract  of  land  Abra- 

ham Farver  acquired  when  he  migrated  there.  For  his  life  work 
Moses  A.  Farver  chose  that  of  the  study  of  medicine,  locating  in 
Middlebury,  where  he  spent  his  life  as  a doctor,  serving  his 
community  in  the  days  when  doctors  traveled  with  horse  and  buggy, 
even  on  horseback,  and  in  later  years  by  automobile.  Folks  will 
long  remember  Dr.  Moses  Farver  of  Middlebury  for  his  unselfish 
service,  his  braving  all  kinds  of  weather,  at  all  hours,  to  re- 
lieve the  sufferings  of  his  patients.  His  practice  was  very 
large,  and  his  death  at  the  age  of  85,  after  a lifetime  as  a 
doctor  left  him  endeared  to  a very  large  group  of  friends  and 
patients.  He  was  a member  of  the  American  Medical  Association, 
Elkhart  County  Medical  Association  and  the  Knights  of  Pythias 
Lodge.  He  was  a charter  member  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
Middlebury  State  Bank,  The  Krider  Nursery,  Inc.,  The  Middlebury 
Co-operative  Creamery  and  the  Middlebury  Telephone  Company.  His 
medical  college  training  was  taken  in  the  Baltimore  Medioal 
College,  now  known  as  the  University  of  Maryland.

Anne  Farver,  the  youngest  daughter  of  John  Farver,  Sr.,  and 
Elizabeth  Ro op -Tope -Farver,  was  born  on  the  old  original  Farver 
homestead  in  German  Township,  Holmes  County,  Ohio.  Here  she 
grew  up  and  spent  most  of  her  life  working  at  home  and  for 
neighbors  in  the  surrounding  area,  as  in  her  days  a hundred  years 
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ago,  women  were  unable  to  obtain  work  as  they  do  today.  When 
she  became  older,  she  went  to  live  with  her  niece,  Mrs.  William 
Orris,  who  lived  on  the  small  tract  her  mother  had  been  allotted 
in  the  estate  explained  on  earlier  pages.  The  small  tract 
allotted  to  Anne  was  adjoining  the  Foutch  tract.  For  caring  for 
Anne  during  her  last  years,  Mrs.  Orris  received  Anne's  tract  of 
17  acres.  She  is  buried  in  the  New  Bedford  Zion  Evangelical  & 
Reformed  Cemetery. 


Samuel  Farver  was  born  on  the  old  Farver  homestead.  The  entry 
in  the  old  family  Bible  was  the  first  we  knew  there  had  been  one 
in  the  family  by  this  name.  The  next  was  finding  on  the  marriage 
records  in  the  Holmes  County  Court  records  of  his  marriage  to 
Nancy  Ann  Fair,  who  had  been  born  in  Greenville  Township,  Somer- 
set County,  Penn.,  before  the  Solomon  Fair  family  came  to  Ohio. 
Next  was  a notation  that  Samuel  and  Nancy  had  five  children,  as 
given  in  the  Christopher  Fair  family  history,  (this  latter  fact 
being  reported  by  Mrs.  Mary  A.  Fair -Rowe  of  Lapaz,  Indiana  in 
1936,  Mrs.  Rowe  having  been  a half-sister  to  Nancy  Fair-Farver) . 
There  has  been  no  one  found  in  the  past  four  years'  research  who 
could  give  any  further  information.  All  the  older  ones  yet 
living  do  not  remember  ever  hearing  this  Samuel  Farver  mentioned. 

We  have  spent  many  hours,  even  days,  trying  to  run  down  this 
branch  of  John  Farver,  Sr.'s  family,  but  so  far  have  failed. 
However,  we  have  found  considerable  data  which  conclusively 
points  Indiana -ward  for  the  Samuel  Farver -Nancy  Ann  Fair  family. 

Nancy  Ann  Fair's  father  Solomon  Fair  came  from  Somerset  County, 
Penna.,  to  Ohio  after  Nancy  was  born,  which  was  after  1829.  He 
settled  on  the  160  acre  tract  lying  just  north  of  the  old  Farver 
homestead  where  Samuel  Farver  was  born. 

Solomon  Fair  was  married  three  times --first  to  Susan  Fouch, 

Nancy  Ann's  mother.  In  1842  he  was  married  a second  time,  to 
Elizabeth  Winkelpleck,  who  was  the  mother  of  Mrs.  Adam  Rowe  of 
Lapaz,  Indiana,  who  reported  the  Samuel  Farver  data  from  Indiana 
in  1935-36  to  Rev.  Abe  E.  Fair,  who  wrote  the  Fair  History. 

Then  in  later  years  Solomon  Fair  married  as  his  third  wife, 
Barbara  Farver,  Samuel  Farver 's  sister,  whose  marriage  has 
earlier  been  outlined  in  this  history. 

After  their  marriage  in  1857,  Samuel  and  Nancy  Farver  dropped 
out  of  sight  here  in  Holmes  County,  Ohio  records. 

Around  the  year  I860,  or  thereabouts,  Solomon  Fair  disposed  of 
his  land  here  in  German  (Clark)  Township,  Holmes  County,  and 
moved  to  St.  Joseph  County,  Indiana.  It  was  during  this  period 
from  1857-1860,  that  Samuel  and  Nancy  Farver  dropped  from  the 
picture  here.  It  was  but  three  years  later,  1863,  when  another 
brother,  Abraham  Farver,  moved  to  the  Shipshewana,  Indiana  area, 
whose  story  has  already  been  told.

Another  incident,  very  strange  but  interesting,  ties  in  here  and 
may  have  some  bearing  on  why  no  one  here  ever  passed  on  any 
records  of  Samuel  Farver. 

Failing  everywhere  else,  we  searched  the  court  records  of  the 
©state  settlement  of  John  Farver,  Sr.  (1791),  who  died  March  7, 
1862.  We  have  in  our  possession  a complete  record  of  all  the 
salient  points  of  this  estate  settlement,  but  it  is  too  lengthy 
to  include. 

The  estate  was  settled  by  Christian  Fisher,  grandfather  of  pre- 
sent Common  Pleas  Judge  Cletus  A.  Fisher  of  Tuscarawas  County, 
Ohio . 

The  strange  part  of  this  is  that  in  the  entire  record  of  the 
estate  settlement,  as  filed  by  Mr.  Fisher,  the  names  of  Samuel 
and  Nancy  Farver  do  not  appear  even  once.  Samuel  and  Nancy  were 
married  in  1857;  John  Farver,  Sr.  died  in  1862;  the  estate 
settlement  was  closed  in  1867,  ' ue  administrator’s  public  sale 

of  chattels  was  held  April  17,  1862. 

Nowhere  in  the  entire  record  does  Samuel’s  name  appear.  He  is 
completely  ignored.  He  received  no  part  of  the  estate.  There 
is  no  record  that  he  ever  received  any  money  from  his  father. 

NOT  ONE  TIME  IS  HE  MENTIONED.  Of  the  twelve  children  in  the 
family  who  grew  to  maturity,  eleven  are  mentioned  as  having  re- 
ceived previous  cash,  or  in  the  public  sale  clerk’s  record,  or 
in  the  final  distribution  of  the  estate  and  lastly,  in  the  large 
number  of  deeds  made  by  the  eleven  children  to  each  other  when 
the  farm  was  cut  up  into  smaller  parcels. 

SAMUEL  FARVER *S  NAME  APPEARS  NOWHERE  IN  THE  ESTATE  SETTLEMENT; 

BE  RECEIVED  NO  SHARE  IN  THE  ESTATE  DISTRIBUTION,  CASH,  REAL 
ESTATE  OR  OTHERWISE.  NO  RECORD  APPEARS  THAT  HE  EVER  RECEIVED 
ANY  ADVANCE  OF  MONEY.  NOR  DID  HE  SIGN  ANY  OF  THE  DEEDS  MADE 
WHEN  THE  ESTATE  WAS  CLOSED  AND  THE  FARM  DIVIDED. 

We  would  welcome  any  further  information  on  this  lost  branch  of 
the  family.

Solomon  J.  Farver,  third  youngest  of  the  family  of  John  Sr.,  and 
Elizabeth  Farver,  was  born  In  German  Township,  Holmes  County, 
Ohio,  on  the  old  Farver  homestead.  (Evidently  an  error  was  made 
in  recording  the  names  of  Samuel  and  Solomon  Farver  In  the  old 
John  Farver,  Sr.,  (born  1791)  Bible.)  The  names  are  recorded  as 
follows : 
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Samuel  Farver,  born  July  11,  1833 

Solomon  J.  Parver,  born  January  23,  1833 

The  order  In  which  the  births  of  John  Parver,  Sr.'s  children 
are  recorded,  shows  that  Samuel  was  born  first  and  to  have  been 
the  older  since  his  name  is  recorded  first  with  Solomon  J. 's 
name  following.  As  recorded,  both  have  the  year  1833  as  their 
birth  year,  and  as  recorded  would  have  made  Solomon  about  six 
months  the  older,  which  again  proves  there  was  an  error.  Follow- 
ing the  sequence  of  the  births  of  the  13  ohildren  in  the  family, 
from  1817  to  1841,  it  is  easily  seen  that  Solomon  must  have  been 
born  in  1835  instead  of  1833. 

Solomon  lived  at  Walnut creek  when  he  was  first  married  and  again 
when  he  died  in  1900.  Not  long  after  his  marriage  he  located  in 
Farmerstown,  German  Township,  (then  known  as  Farmersville ) . Here 
he  had  a cobbler  and  shoe  and  harness  repair  shop.  He  followed 
this  kind  of  work  much  of  his  life.  In  later  years  he  located 
in  Walnutcreek,  just  a few  miles  north,  where  he  did  the  same 
kind  of  work.  In  connection  with  his  shoe  shop,  in  Walnutcreek, 
he  operated  a small  confectionery.  Walnutcreek  was  then  known 
as  New  Carlisle.  Tom  Syler,  former  Holmes  County  School  super- 
intendent, tells  us  that  as  a lad  he  used  to  be  one  of  a group 
who  in  the  1890 *s  went  to  Sol  parver* s shop  after  school  hours 
to  eat  icecream,  actually  a scarce  article  then.  Sol  Parver 
sold  the  first  icecream  in  Walnutcreek. 


Following  his  first  wife's  death  in  1876  the  two  youngest  living 
children,  Albert  and  Malinda,  aged  four  and  fourteen  respectively 
were  taken  into  the  home  of  Jacob  Miller,  then  known  as  "Hons a 
Jake".  Here  they  lived  till  they  had  attained  maturity. 


After  his  second  marriage  he  lived  in  Walnutcreek,  where  his 
second  family  of  children  grew  up.  Some  time  after  his  death  in 
1900,  his  widow  was  married  to  Philip  Balder,  remaining  in 
Walnutcreek  until  unable  to  care  for  herself  when  her  son  Will- 
iam took  her  to  his  home  in  Mansfield,  Ohio,  where  she  lived  the 
remainder  of  her  days.  She  came  to  America  at  the  age  of  nine, 
coming  here  from  Germany. 


The  places  named  with  the  dates  of  birth  of  the  children  show 
the  different  places  Sol  parver  lived  and  did  shoe  repair  work 
before  he  settled  in  Walnutcreek  in  the  1870* s.

Jonathan  Farver,  youngest  child  of  John  Farver,  Sr.  (1791)  and 
Elizabeth  Roop -Tope -Farver,  was  born  in  1841  on  the  old  original 
Farver  homestead,  where  on  Hay  2,  1815,  his  father  first  settled. 
Jonathan  was  the  13th  of  the  family,  all  having  been  born  here. 

He  spent  his  entire  life  on  this  farm,  this  original  quarter- 
section,  entered  on  claim,  in  1811  by  his  father. 

When  his  father  died  and  the  farm  was  divided  up  into  small 
tracts,  Jonathan  received  a bequest  of  26  acres  while  his  sister 
Mariah  received  27  acres.  They  disposed  of  some  of  this  land 
and  lived  in  a small  house  about  40  rods  south  of  the  main  dwell- 
ing for  many  years  until  Mariah*s  physical  condition  became  such 
that  she  needed  care,  after  which  she  was  taken  into  the  home  of 
her  niece,  Mrs.  Charles  Renner,  to  whom  she  deeded  the  ten  and 
three -fourths  acres  she  still  owned.  This  was  In  1902  and  the 
following  February  23,  1903  she  died.  A short  time  later,  April 
28,  1903,  Jonathan  became  physically  such  that  he  was  admitted 
to  the  Holmes  County  Infirmary,  (now  known  as  the  County  Home). 
Here  he  died  February  5,  1905.  He  is  buried  in  the  County  bur- 
ial plot.  Jonathan  never  settled  down  as  a farmer,  but  was  more 
or  less  easy-going,  working  at  various  kinds  of  work  for  the 
neighbors  and  always  managing  to  get  by.  Very  jolly  and  rather 
pleasant  in  disposition,  and  a rather  tall,  slender -built  indi- 
vidual, unlike  a large  percentage  of  the  Farvers,  who  were 
rather  short,  stocky,  stout,  and  pretty  heavy  set  fellows,  200- 
pounders  not  a bit  uncommon,  some  even  considerably  heavier. 

Jonathan  Farver *s  name  closes  the  record  of  Christian  and 
Susannah  Farver. 
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HISTORICAL  BACKGROUND  OF  THE  MASS  MIGRATIONS 
FROM  GERMANY  TO  PENNSYLVANIA 

Historical  references  tell  us  that  the  greater  part  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, much  of  the  northern  parts  of  Virginia  and  Maryland  and 
possibly  some  parts  of  Delaware  and  New  Jersey  were  settled  by 
the  Palatines. 

The  Palatines  were  the  inhabitants  of  that  part  of  Germany  which 
was  known  during  the  early  history  of  Germany  as  the  Palatinate. 
This  territory  was  located  in  Southern  and  Western  Germany.  The 
Palatinate  was  divided  into  two  parts,  the  Upper  Palatinate  and 
the  Lower  Palatinate.  The  states  comprising  the  Lower  Palati- 
nate during  the  period  when  the  mass  migrations  were  in  their 
height  were  Baden,  Wurtemburg,  Alsace,  Lorraine,  Mainz,  Treves, 

etc., the  fertile  valleys  on  both  sides  of  the  Rhine  River  in 

the  vicinity  of  the  cities  of  Zweibrucken  and  Mannheim.  The 
Upper  Palatinate  comprised  the  region  north  of  this  area,  in  the 
Rhine  River  Valley,  and  to  the  east;  in  fact,  the  upper 
Palatinate  lay  north  of  Bavaria. 

The  Palatines  were  the  descendants  of  a pagan  tribe  of  people 
who  inhabited  the  Rhine  Valley  during  the  middle  of  the  Fourth 
century,  A.D.,  when  the  Romans  invaded  and  over-ran  Central 
Europe.  The  pagan  tribe  was  known  as  the  Alamanni.  (Alamanii 
means  "all  the  people").  They  were  a fierce  tribe,  very  much 
warlike.  They  offered  a determined  resistance  to  the  invaders, 
and  it  was  only  after  years  of  fighting  that  the  brave  defenders 
of  the  beautiful  Rhine  Valley  were  forced  to  give  up  to  the 
superior  numbers  of  the  invaders  and  to  a more  advanced  state  of 
civilization,  when  in  the  Battle  of  Strassburg  in  361  A.D.  they 
were  defeated. 

After  the  departure  of  the  Romans,  the  Allamanni  enjoyed  com- 
parative peace  for  about  170  years,  although  the  mark  of  the 
invader  had  been  written  all  over  the  face  of  the  lands  occupied 
by  the  Allamanni.  In  the  year  486  A.D. , Clovis,  (Khlodvig), 
king  of  the  Franks,  (the  Franks  were  a group  of  ancient  Germanic 
peoples)  invaded  Gaul  (France),  and  during  this  invasion  Clovis 
also  destroyed  the  Roman  ascendancy  north  of  the  Alps.  This 
means  that  Clovis,  in  his  invasion  of  France,  also  during  those 
same  years  broke  the  power  of  the  Romans  over  the  Palatinate. 
This  invasion  started  about  486  A.D. 

During  this  invasion  of  the  Palatinate  and  of  Gaul,  (France), 
Clovis  vowed  that  if  in  one  of  the  hardest -fought  battles  of  the 
invasion,  he  would  be  favored  by  victory,  he  would  become  a 
Christian.  The  battle  was  won  and  soon  thereafter  he  fulfilled 
his  vow  and  embraced  the  religion  of  Clotilda,  his  wife,  who  had 
for  some  time  already  been  a Christian.  Clovis  was  baptized  in 
the  Cathrectral  of  Rheims  in  496  A.D. 

This  acceptance  of  the  Christian  religion  by  Clovis,  who  was  now 
ruler  over  this  vast  area,  marks  the  beginning  of  Christ ianxty 
among  the  peoples,  who  centuries  later  were  to  become  the  pro 
genitors  of  the  later  settlers  of  the  colony  of  Pennsylvania  and 
adjoining  colonies,  among  whom  the  major  portion  were  the  class 
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later  known  as  the  Pennsylvania  Germans,  and  among  whom  were 
many  Fabers  (German  spelling  of  Farver ) , of  whom  our  ancestor, 
Christian  Faber  (Farver)  and  his  father  and  two  brothers  were  a 
part. 

It  would  be  of  much  value  to  the  reader  if  it  were  possible  to 
consult  at  some  library,  Strassburger  and  Hinke * s three  volume 
set  of  books  giving  the  German  Immigrants*  names  and  actual 
signatures  of  all  these  immigrants,  1727 — 1775,  including  the 
signatures  of  Christian  Farver,  his  father  and  brothers,  written 
In  German. 

From  the  time  of  the  end  of  the  Roman  invasion  of  the  Rhine 
Valley,  to  the  Invasion  by  the  Franks,  under  Clovis,  it  is  safe 
to  assume  that  there  was  considerable  intermarriage  between  the 
Romans  and  the  Allamanni , thus  allowing  for  about  three  gener- 
ations of  such  inter -marrying  until  the  Franks  took  over  in  486 
A.D.  From  then  on,  the  Intermingling  of  the  Germans  and  the 
Allamanni,  with  their  already  traces  of  Roman  blood,  further 
mixed  up  the  peoples  of  the  several  countries.  After  486  the 
area  was  under  Germanic  control.  Since  the  Palatinate  region 
lay  on  the  north  border  of  Switzerland,  there  was  more  or  less 
inter -mixing  with  the  Swiss.  And  for  many  centuries  the  area  of 
; Is ace  and  Lorraine,  having  been  a serious  bone  of  contention 
between  the  French  and  Germans,  has  also  had  a noticeable  amount 
of  intermarriage. 

All  In  all,  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Palatinate  can  safely  be  said 
to  have  been  a mixture  of  the  Allamanni,  the  Romans,  the  Germans, 
the  French  and  the  Romans . 

The  origin  of  the  name  "palatinate”  goes  back  to  early  Roman 
history.  The  ancient  city  of  Rome  was  built  upon  seven  hills. 

One  of  these  hills  was  called  the  Palatium,  and  this  name  was 
later  applied  to  the  public  building  built  there . In  the  Eng- 
lish language  this  word  "palatium"  means  "palace"  and  in  the 
German  language  it  is  "pfalz". 

The  Frankish  rulers  had  officials  connected  with  their  palaces 
called  "Comes  Palatinus"  who  were  charged  with  the  duties  of 
looking  after  the  financial  affairs  of  the  royal  household  and 
of  representing  the  king  in  legal  matters  and  affairs.  As  time 
went  on,  these  officers  became  known  as  "Counts  Palatine"  and 
were  dispatched  to  the  various  parts  of  the  empire. 

From  the  foregoing  we  understand  that  even  when  the  Franks  sub- 
dued the  Rhine  River  Valley,  the  area  previously  occupied  by  the 
Franks,  had  already  been  known  as  the  Palatinate,  and  now  the 
area  subdued  by  them  was  added  to  the  Palatinate.  This  new  area 
was  now  known  as  the  Lower  Palatinate;  the  Xfpper  Palatinate  was 
the  original  area  north  of  Bavaria.  The  Lower  Palatinate  in- 
cluded the  fertile  valleys  on  both  sides  of  the  Rhine  River  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  cities  of  Heidelberg,  Zweibrucken  and 
Mannheim. 

Following  domination  of  the  Lower  Palatinate  by  the  Franks, 
their  system  of  "Counts  Palatine"  was  naturally  imposed  as  the 
form  of  ruler ship  and  the  entire  region  was  now  combined  and 
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called  The  Palatinate. 

The  Pranks  had  continued  their  conquests  until  they  had  sub- 
jugated all  the  peoples  of  the  Rhine  Valley  and  with  that  sub- 
jugation came  the  triumph  of  Christianity. 

Because  of  the  misfortunes  of  war,  invasions,  etc.,  the  Palati- 
nate was  not  always  the  same  size.  It  seems  that  from  361  A.D. 
to  the  Second  World  War,  1939--1945,  this  section  has  been  the 
scene  of  untold  horrors  and  a continual  swing  baok  and  forth  of 
controlling  power  of  the  peoples  on  either  side,  both  east  and 
west  of  the  Palatinate.  The  Palatinate  area  was  sometimes  large, 
sometimes  smaller.  Heidelberg,  a noted  university  town,  was  the 
capital. 

To  thoroughly  understand  and  know  what  occurred  during  the  thou- 
sand years  from  the  time  Clovis  accepted  the  Christian  religion 
in  486  A.D.  to  1517,  when  Martin  Luther  began  the  period  of  Ref- 
ormation in  Germany  and  Zwingli  likewise  in  Switzerland  in  1518, 
one  must  be  a student  of  General  History,  as  well  as  a student 
of  the  History  of  Christianity. 

When  Martin  Luther,  in  1517,  began  to  spread  his  religious  doc- 
trine, he  found  that  of  all* the  German  people,  the  Palatines 
were  the  most  susceptible  to  his  teachings  and  doctrine,  so  much 
so,  that  in  a few  years  a considerable  number  of  the  population 
had  embraced  the  Lutheran  faith,  just  as  a very  large  number  of 
the  Swiss  migrants  into  the  Rhine  Valley  because  of  persecution, 
hardship  and  oppression  in  Switzerland,  had  embraced  the  teach- 
ings of  Zwingli,  who  in  1518  had  started  the  doctrine  of  the 
fore-runner  of  the  present-day  Reformed  Church.  This  was  the 
beginning  of  the  religious  beliefs  and  connections  brought  to 
America  by  thousands  upon  thousands  of  migrants,  and  very  much 
noticeable  in  the  early  history  of  the  several  branches  of  the 
Parvers  coming  to  Ohio  from  Pennsylvania,  they  being  connected 
with  the  formation  of  the  early  churches  here.  That  they  came 
from  similar  surroundings  in  their  previous  locations  is  certain. 

When  the  Romans  in  361  A.D.,  had  conquered  the  Alamanni,  they 
naturally  had  imposed,  wherever  possible,  possibly  largely  by 
those  left  there  in  an  official  Roman  capacity,  the  Catholic 
religion,  the  Romans  being  Catholics.  Besides,  through  their 
official  capacity,  the  custom  of  intermarriage  between  the  Ro- 
mans and  the  Alamanni,  it  has  been  found,  played  a large  part  in 
the  change-over  to  the  Catholic  regime. 

Prom  the  days  of  the  beginning  of  the  Reformation  by  Martin 
Luther  and  Zwingli,  the  Palatines  were  made  up  of  three  groups, 
from  a stand-point  of  religious  worship,  Lutherans,  Reformed  and 
Catholics . 

A dispute  concerning  the  succession  in  rulership  in  Bohemia,  most 
northwestern  state  in  Austria,  touched  off  the  Thirty  Years’ 

War  in  1618.  In  1619,  the  people  of  Bohemia  named  Frederick  V, 
their  king.  Really,  the  struggle  was  more  or  less  a struggle 
for  supremacy  between  the  Catholics  and  the  Protestants , rather 
than  a war  of  conquest. 
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Frederick  V had  held  the  position  as  "Comes  Palatinus"  (Counts 
Palatine),  also  called  Elector  Palatine.  The  war  was  now  on  In 
earnest.  Practically  all  of  the  Thirty  Years*  War  was  fought  In 
the  Palatinate  and  the  weight  of  the  War  was  most  felt  by  the 
Palatines,  because  of  their  geographical  position.  Hemmed  in  as 
they  were,  between  the  opposing  sides,  the  inhabitants  of  the 
Palatinate  had  to  witness  nearly  all  of  the  episodes  of  the  long 
and  bloody  Thirty  Years*  War.  There  were  the  horrors  of  battle; 
murder  of  defenseless  men  and  women  and  children;  burning  of 
churches,  cities  and  villages,  destruction  of  crops;  the  usual 
plundering  and  seizure  of  property,  so  common  in  earlier  wars. 

Historical  accounts  tell  us  that  of  about  500,000  inhabitants 
who  lived  in  the  Rhine  River  Valley  before  the  Thirty  Years*  War, 
50,000  lived  to  tell  the  world  of  the  cruel  fate  that  had  be- 
fallen them  and  to  witness  the  ruthless  destruction  that  the  in- 
vaders had  inflicted  upon  their  once -beautiful  Rhine  Valley. . Be- 
fore that  war  started  the  city  of  Lautern  numbered  3,000  inhabi- 
tants  200  remained  to  bear  witness  to  the  ruthless  slaughter 

and  destruction.  By  the  treaty  of  Westphalia,  made  in  1648,  the 
son  of  Frederick  V was  placed  upon  the  Palatine  throne  and  the 
Upper  Palatinate  was  annexed  to  Bavaria.  By  the  same  treaty  the 
Catholic,  Lutheran  and  Reformed  religious  creeds  were  recognized 
on  an  equal  basis,  making  it  possible  for  the  Palatines  to  be- 
long to  whichever  of  the  three  creeds  they  preferred. 

To  further  acquaint  ourselves  with  the  background  of  the  events 
that  led  our  ancestors  to  migrate  to  America,  we  should  read  an 
account  of  the  events  that  took  place  in  the  Palatinate  region, 
as  well  as  other  European  events  that  affected  the  Palatinate 
inhabitants,  preceding,  during  and  following  the  years  of  1674, 
1685,  1734,  1743,  1752  and  1792.  Each  of  these  years  represents 
a date  at  which  the  peoples  of  the  Palatinate  regions  felt  the 
iron  heel  of  the  invader,  each  time  suffering  a repetition  of 
the  scenes  enacted  between  1618  and  1648,  the  period  of  the 
Thirty  Years'  War. 

Macaulay  the  English  historian,  in  his  History  of  England,  writes 

— Vol.  Ill,  Page  120, "Duras  received  orders  to  turn  one  of 

the  fairest  regions  of  Europe  into  a wilderness.  Fifteen  years 
had  elapsed  since  Turenne  had  ravished  part  of  that  fine  coun- 
try. But  the  ravages  committed  by  Turenne,  though  they  have 
left  a deep  stain  on  his  glory,  were  mere  sport  in  comparison 
with  the  horrors  of  this  second  devastation.  The  French  com- 
mander announced  to  nearly  a half  million  of  human  beings  that 
he  granted  them  three  days  of  grace  and  that  within  that  time 
they  must  shift  for  themselves.  Soon  the  roads  and  fields  which 
lay  deep  in  snow,  were  blackened  by  innumerable  multitudes  of 
men,  women  and  children  fleeing  from  their  homes.  Many  died  of 
cold  and  hunger,  but  enough  survived  to  fill  the  streets  of  all 
the  cities  of  Europe  with  lean  squalid  beggars,  who  had  once 
been  thriving  farmers  and  shopkeepers.  Meanwhile,  the  work  of 
destruction  began.  The  flames  went  up  from  every  market  place; 
from  every  hamlet;  from  every  parish  church;  from  every  country 
seat  within  the  devoted  provinces.  The  fields  where  the  corn 
had  been  planted  were  ploughed  up.  The  orchards  were  hewn  down. 
No  promise  of  a harvest  was  left  on  the  fertile  plains  near  what 
had  once  been  Frankenthal.  Not  a vine,  not  an  almond  tree  was 
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to  be  seen  on  the  slopes  of  the  sunny  hills  that  had  once  been 
Heidelberg.  No  respect  was  shown  to  palaces,  to  temples,  to 
monasteries,  to  infirmaries,  to  beautiful  works  of  art,  to  monu- 
ments of  the  illustrous  dead.  The  far  famed  castle  of  the  Elect- 
or Palatine  was  turned  into  a heap  of  ruins.  The  adjoining  hos- 
pital was  sacked.  The  provisions,  the  medicines,  the  pallets  on 
which  the  sick  lay  were  destroyed.  The  very  stones  upon  which 
Mannheim  had  been  built  were  flung  into  the  Rhine.  The  magnifi- 
cent Cathedral  of  Spires  perished  and  with  it  the  marble  sepul- 
chres of  eight  Caesars.  The  coffins  were  broken  open.  The  ashes 
were  scattered  to  the  winds.” 

Gruesome  reading,  isn't  it.  We  included  this  so  the  reader  may 
the  better  realize  why  our  ancestors  left  everything,  faced  the 
future  with  determination,  confidence  and  faith  in  the  Almighty, 
to  come  to  America. 

As  stated  before,  the  majority  of  the  Palatines  were  adherents 
to  the  Catholic,  Lutheran  and  Reformed  faiths.  Besides  these 
were  the  Mennonites,  the  Amish,  the  Dunkers  (Dunkards),  the 
Moravians,  the  Schwenkfelders  and  others  in  lesser  numbers. 

While  the  three  major  denominations  were  continually  quarreling 
among  one  another,  all  three  denominations  joined  in  their  per- 
secution of  the  Sects,  as  the  smaller  denominations  were  usually 
called.  This  opposition  against  the  Sect  people  was  largely  be- 
cause of  their  refusal  to  bear  arms  because  of  conscientious  ob- 
jections . 

"Cujus  regio,  ejus  religio" , meaning  ”the  religion  of  the  ruler 
is  the  religion  of  his  subjects”,  was  the  accepted  policy  of  the 
European  countries  at  the  time  the  persecutions  were  in  progress. 
Thus  it  happened  quite  frequently  that  one  ruler  was  Lutheran 
and  his  successor  was  of  the  Reformed  faith,  and  so  on,  down  to 
the  year  1690  when  John  William  became  Elector  Palatine.  He  was 
a Catholic  and  like  his  predecessors  endeavored  to  impose  his 
faith  upon  his  subjects.  All  this  instability  in  the  religious 
faith  and  life  of  the  Palatines  helped  greatly  to  increase  their 
misery  and  despair  and  help  them  decide  to  migrate  to  America. 

More  than  350  years  ago  there  lived  in  Prance  a group  of  French 
Protestants  known  as  the  Huguenots,  members  of  the  French  Re- 
formed (Calvinistic ) faith,  adherents  of  the  doctrine  of  Zwingli, 
1518,  whose  teachings  had  reached  France.  Henry  IV,  king  of 
France,  was  kindly  disposed  towards  the  Huguenots  and  in  1598, 
by  the  Edict  of  Nantes  he  granted  them  toleration,  permitting 
them  to  worship  according  to  their  faith.  This  remained  in 
effect  until  1685,  when  King  Louis  XIV  of  France  revoked  the 
Edict  of  Nantes.  This  king  had  for  a long  time  French  troops 
known  as  the  t)ragonnades  quartered  over  the  Huguenots,  whose  pur- 
pose it  was  to  see  that  all  the  Huguenots  became  Catholics. 

When  the  Edict  was  revoked  the  King  alleged  that  this  had  been 
accomplished.  However,  following  the  revocation  of  the  Edict 
of  Nantes,  300,000  Huguenots  fled  from  France  to  escape  the  vio- 
lence of  their  persecutors. 

Of  course  this  is  assumed--they  may  have  gone  on  to  German  terr- 
itory in  the  Palatinate  in  1685  or  soon  after  the  revocation  of 
the  Edict  of  Nantes. 
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The  continual  oppression  and  persecution  these  peace-loving  Hug- 
uenots had  to  endure,  made  them  willing  listeners  when  William 
Pdnn  came  to  the  Rhine  Valley  In  1671  and  again  in  1677,  setting 
forth  his  doctrine  of  "worshipping  their  Maker  according  to  the 
dictates  of  their  own  consciences",  and  promising  them  a home  In 
his  new  colony,  Pennsylvania,  which  he  was  founding  In  America. 
When  in  1681,  Penn’s  grant  of  the  land  now  comprising  Pennsyl- 
vania, was  made  by  the  King  of  England,  Penn  sent  pamphlets  en- 
titled "Eine  Nachricht  wegen  der  Lands chaft  Pennsylvania  in 
America",  into  the  Palatine  area.  Translated  Into  English,  the 
pamphlet’s  title  was  "Some  account  of  the  Province  of  Pennsyl- 
vania in  America" . Penn  hoped  this  would  Induce  many  to  come  to 
America,  and  it  certainly  did. 

As  early  as  1683,  a band  of  twelve  or  thirteen  families,  Menno- 
nites  by  faith  from  Crefeld,  a town  in  the  Palatinate,  under  the 
leadership  of  Frame is  Daniel  Pretorius,  landed  in  Philadelphia. 
They  were  mostly  weavers  by  trade.  They  named  their  settlement 
Germantown,  just  north  of  Philadelphia.  Today  it  is  a part  of 
Philadelphia. 

Over  a period  of  the  past  150  years  these  immigrants  from  the 
Palatinate  have  come  to  be  referred  to  as  Pennsylvania  Dutch. 

They  are  definitely  not  Dutch.  They  are  of  Palatinate -German, 
Palatinate -French  and  Palatinate -Swiss  descent. 

Many  Dutch  emigrants  came  to  America  from  Holland,  mostly  land- 
ing at  New  York  and  eventually  settling  the  colony  of  New  York. 
These  brought  with  them  the  Holland-Dutch  language.  But  there 
is  a marked  difference  between  the  Dutch  language  and  the  German 
language,  as  well  as  between  the  Holland-Dutch  and  the  Pennsyl- 
vanla-Dutch  languages. 

The  origin  of  the  error  and  its  persistence  through  the  years 
seems  to  be  due  to  the  similarity  of  the  words  "Dutch"  and 
"Deutch”.  The  inhabitants  of  Holland  are  known  as  the  Dutch. 
"Deutch"  comes  from  the  word  "Deutchland"  another  name  for  Ger- 
many. The  similarity  between  "Dutch"  and  "Deutch"  is  readily 
seen.  The  German  pronunciation  for  "Deutch"  is  as  if  it  were 
spelled  "Doytsch". 

There  seems  to  be  a general  idea  currently  accepted  that  this 
so-called  Pennsylvania  Dutch  dialect  originated  in  Pennsylvania. 
It  definitely  did  not.  It  was  brought  to  Ohio  from  Pennsylvania. 
The  early  settlers  who  came  to  Pennsylvania  from  the  Palatine 
sections  brought  the  dialect  from  Germany — from  the  Palatinate. 

In  a letter  from  Dr.  Fritz  Braun  of  Kaiserslautern,  Germany, 
early  in  1953,  we  learn  that  this  so-called  Pennsylvania-Dutch 
dialect  is  used  there  today--in  fact,  he  wrote  part  of  his  letter 
in  Pennsylvania-Dutch. 

Following  William  Penn’s  plea  for  settlers  in  Pennsylvania,  mi- 
gration gradually  increased  from  1683  on  until  by  1717  the  mi- 
grants were  so  numerous,  practically  all  speaking  some  form  of 
German,  either  the  original  German  language  or  the  so-called 
Pennsylvania-Dutch  dialect,  that  the  proprietors  and  governor  of 
Pennsylvania  became  worried  lest  these  German-speaking  imnigrants 
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might  eventually  take  over  Pennsylvania.  This  brought  on  the 
Inception  of  the  Oath  of  Allegiance  which  all  Immigrants  coming 
over,  beginning  In  September,  1727,  had  to  subscribe  to  by  sign- 
ing his  name.  Those  coming  earlier  naturally,  never  were  re- 
corded. 

Those  coming  from  September,  1727  up  to  1808,  were  recorded  and 
these  ship  lists  of  the  passengers  and  their  signatures  to  the 
Oath  of  Allegiance  are  still  preserved  in  Harrisburg,  Pennsyl- 
vania. In  1934,  Dr.  W.  J.  Hinke  edited  these  ship  lists  and 
made  photostatic  copies  of  the  signatures.  It  Is  published  In  a 
three-volume  series  under  the  auspices  of  the  Pennsylvania  Ger- 
man Society.  The  series  is  known  as  the  Strassburger — Hinke 
Pennsylvania -German  Pioneers  and  can  be  seen  at  the  larger  li- 
braries. Dr.  Hinke  estimates  that  approximately  65,040  Palatines 
landed  at  the  port  of  Philadelphia  between  1727  and  1808.  Many, 
many  thousands  came  before  1727  of  whom  there  is  no  record. 

We  have  tried  to  picture  conditions  in  the  Palatinate  regions, 
to  give  the  reader  an  idea  of  why  our  ancestors  left  Europe  to 
seek  their  fortunes  here  in  America.  We  have  in  our  possession 
the  entire  translated  copy  of  an  account  written  by  a German 
named  Gottlieb  Mittelberger  who  came  to  America,  stayed  four 
years  and  then  returned.  It  is  headed,  "GOTTLIEB  MITTELBERGER*S 
JOURNEY  TO  PENNSYLVANIA  IN  THE  YEAR  1750  AND  RETURN  TO  GERMANY 
IN  1754".  After  reading  this,  we  must  believe  that  conditions 
were  even  worse  in  the  Palatinate  areas  than  we  can  even  imagine 
for  surely  word  must  have  reached  those  still  to  come,  of  what 
the  trip  was  like.  Yet  they  came. 

We  give  a few  excerpts  from  Gottlieb  Mittelberger »s  account. 
Imagine  you  are  reading  this  back  about  the  year  1755  when  ocean 
trips  were  made  in  sailing  ships. 

Quotes  from  the  translation: 

"The  journey  from  the  Palatinate  lasts  from  the  beginning  of  May 
until  the  end  of  October,  amid  such  hardships  as  no  one  is  able 

to  describe  adequately Rhine  boats  to  Holland  have  to  pass 

36  custom-houses,  at  all  of  which  the  ships  are  examined — .The 
trip  down  the  Rhine,  alone  lasts  four,  five  and  even  six  weeks. 
When  the  ships  and  the  people  reach  Holland,  they  are  detained 
there  likewise,  five  or  six  weeks.  Because  things  are  very  ex- 
pensive, the  poor  people  have  to  spend  nearly  all  they  have 

the  people  are  packed  like  herrings  in  the  large  sea  vessels. 

One  person  receives  a place  soarce  two  feet  wide  and  six  feet 
long  in  the  bedstead,  while  many  a ship  carried  four  hundred 
souls,  not  to  mention  the  innumerable  implements,  tools,  pro- 
visions, water-barrels,  etc. 

On  account  of  contrary  winds,  it  sometimes  takes  ships  two  to 
four  weeks  to  make  the  trip  from  Holland  to  Cowes , (port  in  the 
English  Channel).  With  good  winds  they  get  there  in  eight  days 
or  sooner.  Everything  is  examined  at  the  custom-house,  ana  the 
duties  paid;  ships  are  sometimes  detained  there  eight  to  four- 
teen days.  During  this  delay  everyone  is  compelled  to  spend 
his  last  money  and  to  consume  the  little  stock  of  provisions 
which  had  been  reserved  for  the  ocean  voyage,  which  with  the 
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best  of  winds  lasts  seven  weeks,  and  often  as  long  as  twelve 
weeks , " 

"Daring  the  voyage  there  is  on  board  these  ships,  terrible  misery 

stench,  fames many  kinds  of  sickness  and  fever all  of 

which  come  from  old  and  sharply  salted  food  and  meat;  also  from 
the  very  bad  and  foul  water. .... .many  die  miserably.  Add  to  this 

want  of  privation,  hanger,  thirst,  cold,  heat,  anxiety,  want, 
afflictions,  together  with  lice  which  abound  so  plentifully  on 

the  sick the  misery  reaches  the  ollmax  when  a gale  rages 

for  two  or  three  days,  so  that  everyone  believes  that  the  ship 
will  go  to  the  bottom  with  all  the  human  beings  on  board...... " 

"Among  the  healthy,  impatience  grows  so  great  and  cruel,  that  one 
curses  the  other,  or  himself  and  the  day  of  his  birth. ... .they 
cheat  and  rob.  One  always  reproaches  the  other  for  persuading 
him  to  undertake  the  journey.  Frequently  children  cry  out 
against  their  parents,  husbands  and  wives  against  each  other. 

But  most  is  against  the  soul -traffickers,  also  known  as  new- 
landers,  (those  who  went  about  persuading  migrants  to  go  to 
America,  thus  helping  fill  the  ship  to  capacity  with  migrants 
to  America) ." 

"Many  sigh  and  cry,  *0h,  that  I were  at  home  again,  and  if  I had 
to  lie  in  my  pig-sty*.  Or  they  say,  *0h,  God,  if  I only  had  a 

piece  of  good  bread,  or  a good,  fresh  drop  of  water*.  Many 

cry  piteously  for  their  homes Many  hundred  people  necessar- 

ily die  and  perish  in  such  misery,  and  must  be  cast  into  the 
sea. .. .Children  from  one  to  seven  years  rarely  survive  the  voy- 
age, and  many  times  parents  are  compelled  to  see  their  children 
suffer  and  die  from  hunger,  thirst,  and  sickness,  and  then  see 
them  cast  into  the  water.  I (Gottlieb  Mlttelberger)  witnessed 
such  misery  in  no  less  than  32  children  in  our  ship,  all  of  whom 
were  thrown  into  the  sea Families  are  broken  by  death " 

"That  most  of  the  people  get  sick  is  not  surprising,  because,  in 
addition  to  all  other  trials  and  hardships,  warm  food  is  served 
only  three  times  a week.  These  meals  can  hardly  be  eaten  on 
account  of  being  so  unclean.  The  water  which  is  served  on  the 
ships  is  often  very  black,  thick  and  full  of  worms,  so  that  one 

cannot  drink  it  without  loathing Toward  the  end  we  were 

compelled  to  eat  the  ship 1 s food  which  had  been  spoiled  long  ago 
though  in  a great  while  there  was  scarcely  a piece  the  size  of  a 
dollar  that  had  not  been  full  of  redworms  and  spiders*  nests." 

"When  the  ships  have  landed  at  Philadelphia,  no  one  is 

permitted  to  leave,  except  those  who  pay  their  passage,  or  can 
give  good  security.  The  others  are  purchased,  and  are  released 
from  the  ships  by  their  purchasers.  The  sick  always  fare  the 
worse,  for  the  healthy  are  preferred  and  purchased  first.... the 
sick  often  must  remain  on  board  the  ship  for  several  weeks,  and 
frequently  die,  whereas  if  they  could  have  paid  their  passage, 
many  would  have  recovered."  (These  folks  started  with  enough 
money,  but  as  before  stated,  the  long  trip  exhausted  their  funds.) 

Mlttelberger *s  account  tells  of  the  purchasing  of  such  as  could 
not  pay  their  passage,  and  of  families  being  separated,  children 
separated,  sold  to  different  buyers,  and  even  husbands  and  wives 
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thus  separated. 

To  any  one  interested,  we  will  gladly  permit  them  to  read  the 
entire  account,  of  which  we  have  included  hardly  one -fourth. 

Gottlieb  Mittelberger  himself  made  the  journey  to  America  and 
back.  He  knew  the  conditions  first-hand. 

Reference  book  names  are  on  file,  here  in  my  files  showing  the 
authority  for  all  the  details  given  in  the  foregoing  pages  of 
the  historical  background  of  the  mass  migration  to  America  by 
the  Palatines. 

We  have  included  these  pages  to  stress  the  fact  that  our  Parver 
ancestors  being  French  Huguenots  from  Alsace-Lorraine,  were  a- 
mong  those  many  thousands  whose  experiences  we  have  just  enumer- 
ated. Also  that  we  may  realize  to  a greater  degree  what  our 
forefathers  experienced  to  build  this  great  nation  of  ours;  that 
we  may  enjoy  privileges,  conveniences,  improvements,  progress, 
those  things  they  could  not  have  and  enjoy.  We  need  be  a bit 
more  grateful  to  them,  for  making  it  possible  for  us  to  live  in 
America. 
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VARIOUS  SPELLINGS  OP  THE  SURNAME 


"FARVER" 

When  we  consider  the  many  separate  migrations  of  Parvers  from 
Europe  to  America  from  1733  to  1775,  and  the  ones  who  came 
earlier,  as  well  as  those  who  came  later  that  used  various 
spellings,  and  that  practically  none  used  the  Farver  spelling 
until  in  America,  it  is  difficult  to  understand  how  so  many  did 
change  to  the  "Farver”  spelling. 

We  must  remember  that  many  of  these  various  spellings  of  Parvers 
remained  in  Europe.  Even  today,  1955,  there  are  many  living  In 
Europe  using  the  same  spellings  as  did  our  ancestors  when  they 
lived  In  Europe. 

Recently  a young  returned  soldier,  Lester  Lefever,  of  Orrville, 
Ohio,  told  me  that  while  in  Germany,  he  went  to  Paris,  Prance, 
while  on  leave.  During  his  stay  in  Paris  he  thought  to  consult 
the  telephone  directory  to  see  if  any  persons  might  be  listed 
whose  names  were  similar  to  his --Lefever . This  Is  an  English 
spelling  of  Lefevre,  a French  form  as  are  also  these,  Favre, 
Pabre,  Favart,  pavras,  Lefebre,  Pabvier,  Pabri,  Pebvre,  Lefebvre, 
etc.  Many  of  these  were  among  the  names  listed,  there  having 
been  an  enormous  number  of  the  different  spellings. 

A jeweler  named  Arno  Grunert,  a native  of  Switzerland,  of  Dover, 
Ohio,  tells  me  that  while  traveling  in  Germany,  before  coming  to 
America,  he  saw  many  instances  of  the  name  Farver  In  its  many 
different  forms  of  spelling. 

That  our  name  of  Farver  Is  that  of  a very  old  family  is  evident 
from  the  following  list  of  prominent  names  from  reference  books, 
examples  of  the  different  spellings.

He  was  a pioneer  of  the 
Protestant  movement  in  France;  in  1523  he  published  his 
French  version  of  the  New  Testament;  in  1525  he  became 
tutor  to  one  of  the  King’s  sons;  in  1526  he  became 
royal  librarian  at  Blois;  in  1528  his  version  of  the 
Pentateuch  appeared;  in  1530  his  completed  version  of 
the  Bible  appeared.  In  1531,  following  persecution,  he 
took  refuge  at  Nerac;  in  1533  he  was  visited  by  Calvin 
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while  Calvin  was  fleeing  from  Prance.  He  died  in  1536  at  Nerac 
in  southwestern  Prance.

Surnames  were  generally  coming  into  use  in  England  about  the 
year  1000  A.D.,  coming  mainly  from  Normandy. 

Vanity  was  the  occasion  of  many  persons  changing  their  names 
in  Germany,  especially  during  the  16th  century.  Writers,  as 
well  as  others,  who  were  dissatisfied  with  their  humble  names, 
and  not  being  entitled  to  call  themselves  VON  or  a similar  dis- 
tinguished addition  to  their  name,  altered  their  names  into  the 
equivalents  in  Greek  or  Latin.  Thus  a man  named  Smith  or 
Schmidt  became  a Faber,  or  maybe  a Fabricius.  The  Latin  of 
Smith  or  Schmidt  is  Faber. 

Here  are  a few  excerpts  from  a letter  from  Dr.  Fritz  Braun  of 
Kaiserslautern,  Germany,  dated  February  20,  1953: 

"The  two  names  are  well  known  and  spread  in  Germany,  Faber  more 
than  Farber . " 
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"Faber  is  a Latin  translation  of  the  German  word  ■Schmied' . A 
tSchmied1  is  a blacksmith,  also  Schmit,  Schmitt,  Schmidt,  etc. 
People  translated  their  names  thus,  during  the  humanistic  period. 

Farber  is  one  dying  yarn  or  clothes,  etc. 

The  two  names,  Faber  and  Farber,  have  their  origin  from  the  pro- 
fession or  occupation." 

The  reference  to  Farber  derivation,  by  Mr.  Braun,  corresponds 
with  the  explanation  given  by  Mrs.  Jens  Pederson  of  Marrup, 
Nordby,  Samso,  Denmark,  whose  name  before  her  marriage  was 
FARVER. 

There  is  in  the  United  States,  a very  large  and  widely  scattered 
family  named  LEFEVRE.  There  are  many  branches,  related  and  non- 
related,  at  least  not  closely.  This  family  spells  its  name  in 
almost  as  many  different  ways  as  do  the  Farvers . 

Lefevre  broken  down  becomes  Le  Fevre.  "Le"  in  French  is  equiv- 
alent to  "the"  in  the  English  language.  Thus  Lefevre,  actually 
means  "the  Fevre".  We  recall  that  the  ancestors  of  our  branch 
of  Farvers  came  from  the  Alsace-Lorraine  area  of  France,  and 
that  they  spelled  their  name  Favre  while  living  in  this  area. 
When  they  came  from  Germany  their  name  was  recorded  as  Faber, 
the  German  spelling.  Coming  out  of  Alsace  Lorraine  about  the 
same  time  as  did  the  Lefevres,  they  must  have  been  in  the  German 
area  of  the  Rhine  Valley  approximately  75  years,  long  enough  to 
adopt  many  German  customs,  the  German  spelling,  the  dialect 
which  they  brought  over,  etc. 

The  Farvers,  although  spelling  their  name  Faber  (German)  on  the 
Ship  lists  retained  the  same  pronunciation  after  they  were  in 
America  as  they  used  in  France,  except  that  the  spelling  is 
different.  "Favre"  in  French  is  pronounced  Farve  or  Farver. 
Hence,  we  use  the  English  spelling  and  pronounce  it  the  same. 
(Check  this  in  Booth  Tarkington*s  book,  THE  TURMOIL. 

However,  the  Lefevres  when  they  left  France,  fled  to  Bavaria 
where  they  remained  until  1708,  when  they  came  to  New  York, 
arriving  there  on  the  transport  "Globe",  December  31,  1708. 

They  went  to  Kingston,  New  York,  (then  called  Esopus),  on  the 
Hudson,  90  miles  up  the  river.  In  1712,  The  Lefevres  came  on  to 
Philadelphia  and  into  what  is  now  Lancaster  County.  They  were 
among  the  many  thousand  whose  names  were  never  recorded. 

We  are  including  this  mention  of  the  Lefevre  family  because  we 
feel  sure  there  was  a connection  between  the  Lefevres  and  the 
Favres  back  there  in  the  Alsace-Lorraine  area.  Records  prove 
that  the  two  families  lived  there.  While  the  spelling  is  some- 
what different,  the  similarity  and  the  many  ways  these  names  have 
been  spelled  down  through  the  years,  tells  us  not  to  discard  the 
idea  that  they  came  from  the  same  parent  stock  centuries  ago. 

The  Lefevers  are  one  of  the  branch  who  did  not  change  their 
name,  possibly,  because  they  were  not  in  Germany  very  long.  And 
even  they  spell  the  name  many  different  ways. 
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The  Le fever 3 trace  their  lineage  hack  to  Mengen  Lefevre,  born 
1510.  To  him  was  granted  the  Lefevre  Coat  of  Arms  in  1543,  by 
Anthony  who  was  known  as  the  "Good  Duke  of  Lorraine".  Prom  this 
we  seem  to  get  that  they  actually  lived  in  Lorraine.  Throughout 
historical  records,  Alsace  and  Lorraine  are  always  spoken  of  to- 
gether, hence  we  cannot  say  for  certain  from  which  sub-division 
our  Farver  ancestors  came,  but  we  do  know  it  was  Alsace  Lorraine. 
We  also  know  that  the  Lefevres  fled  to  Strassburg,  capital  of 
Alsace  when  the  Edict  of  Nantes  was  revoked  in  1685.  This  is 
ample  evidence  that  they  fled  from  Lorraine.  Strassburg  is  on 
the  west  side  of  the  Rhine  River  and  only  a step  from  Germany  to 
which  they  proceeded  to  go. 

Mengen  Lefevre  was  born  shortly  before  Martin  Luther  began  to 
publicize  his  doctrine  which  resulted  in  the  Reformation.  In 
1525  this  area  of  Prance  was  over-run  by  German  insurgents  and 
this  resulted  in  the  Introduction  of  the  Lutheran  creed  into 
Prance.  It  is  thought  that  the  Lefeveres  may  have  become 
Protestants  at  this  early  date.  That  they  were  Huguenots  is  a 
certainty.  They  were  also  participants  in  the  continued  perse- 
cution in  which  many  fleeing  Huguenots  were  pursued  and  killed. 
While  the  Edict  of  Nantes  gave  them  religious  toleration,  the 
right  to  hold  office,  etc.,  yet  persecutions  continued,  and  it 
was  about  the  middle  of  the  16th  century  that  the  Prench  perse- 
cutors nicknamed  these  Protestant  people  Huguenots.  (HUGUENOT, 
according  to  Webster,  is  derived  from  the  Christian  name  of 
some  person  conspicuous  as  a reformer,  Webster,  however,  says 
this  is  probably  derived  thus.) 

To  anyone  further  Interested,  we  advise  a research  into  the  his- 
tory of  the  Huguenot  persecutions,  between  1525  and  1685  and 
even  later. 

After  reading  this  mention  of  the  Lefevres  we  think  you  will 
agree  that  this  could  easily  have  been  the  Farvers,  (pavres, 
then) • The  writer  of  this  Farver  history  realizes  he  may  be 
crltized,  but  we  really  believe  that  our  ancestors  were  among 
those  same  fleeing  Huguenots  in  1685  and  following  years;  also 
that  if  records  could  be  found,  our  lineage  might  very  likely 
be  traced  back  to  Mengen  Lefevre,  born  1510,  and  that  we  might 
right fully  lay  claim  to  the  same  coat -of -arms  that  the  Lefevres 
have  a right  to  proudly  possess.
